Poultry Papers, 1999-2001, ofS. Robert Powell, Carhondale (Lackawanna 
County) PA contains 3,952 pages (57 microfiche cards). The page numbers 
for these three years are as follows: 1999 (pp. 1 -724), 2COO (pp. 725-2170), 
and 2001 (pp. 2171-3952). 

These papers represent a continuing involvement on my part with exhibition 
poultry, a hobby that 1 became actively involved with in 1988 when 1 began 
raising and showing exhibition poultry in Pennsylvania and elsewhere in the 
northeast. In 1992,1 was named a Master Exhibitor (#250) by the American 
Poultry Association. On July 15, 1998, 1 became a licensed APA judge 
(standard and bantam chickens; specialty license #1144; took the exam on 
June 7, 1998 at the Finger Lakes show under the direction of Paul Kroll; 
Chuck Oltersdorf phoned me on June 21, 1998 to tell me that I had passed 
the exam). On November 14, 1998, I was named a Master Breeder and 
Grand Master Exhibitor of Partridge Plymouth Rocks by the American 
Poultry Association. For many years, 1 have been a licensed Poultry 
Technician for the commonwealth of Penii„_ ivania. 

Over the years, I have written extensively about exhibition poultry and my 
articles have appeared in the Yearbooks of tne American Poultry 
Association, the American Bantam Association, Poultiy Press, and 
numerous other periodicals. In 1998, 1 was one of only two American 
poultry authorities whose contributions were published in the highly 
regarded German encyclopedia of bantam poultry of the world, Handbuch 
der Zwerghuhnrassen der Well (Bottrop: Verlag Wolters, 1998). 

The big events that are chronicled in these pages for 1999-2001 are: 

1. My election to the post of APA District 2 Director. Loma Rhodes (APA 
secretary) phoned me from Salt Lake City (at the APA convention) on 
March 10, 2000 to tell me that I had been elected. My term of office 
officially began on April 1, 2000. Several hundred of the e-mail 
messages that are contained herein relate to my service as APA District 2 
Director. 





2. The creation, launch, and maintenance of the APA District 2 webpage. 
The page was launched on March 17, 2000 and was fully operational on 
the rirst day of my term as Director. 

3. The APA annual meeting and convention in Woodstock, Ontario, Canada 
on October 21-22, 2000. This was my first meeting as a member of the 
APA’s Board of Directors. 

4. My appearance, with Stephen Green-Armytage, on the Today show on 
October 25, 2000, with a selection of my exhibition birds. The television 
appearance was organized by Harry Abrams, Inc., who published 
Stephen Green-Armytage’s book Extraordinary Chickens. 

5 My experiences as an APA judge. Judged two shows in 1998, four in 
1999, nine in 2000, and seven in 2001. 

6. The APA semiannual at Wapakoneta, OH, March 16-18, 2001—at which 
George Schroeder was presented with an APA honor/lifetime 
achievement award, and at which the Guinea Fowl project was initiated. 

7. The creation of the new APA membership recruitment flyer by the APA 
Membership Committee (S. R. Powell, chairman) 

8. The APA annual at Lincoln, Nebraska, November 2-4, 2001 

Also included in these poultry papers for 1999-2001 are (1) a copy of John 
E. Norris’ Books on Poultry and Cock-Fighting. A Collectors Bibliography. 
1977, and (2) a number of articles from the Partridge Plymouth Rock Guide 
Book, which was published by the American Partridge Plymouth Rock Club 
(organized on March 2,1931).

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VORWORT 


Die erfreuliche Resonanz auf das „Handbuch der Hiihne-rassen" hat unsere ohnehin 
schon gegebene Motivation noch bestarkt, eine vergleichbar umfangreiche internatio¬ 
nal Bestandsaufnahme auch tiler die nicht minder faszinierende Welt der Zwerg- 
huhnzucht eritstehen zu lassen. Dabei kann - analog zur seinerzeitigen Betrachtung 
der GroBrassen - wiederum selbstredend kein Anspruch auf Vollstandigkeit erhoben 
werden. Lassen doch im tolgenden bereits darstellbare „Entdeckungen“ wie z.B. das 
winzigr Seidenfiedrige Zwerg-Nackthalshuhn aus Syrien oder der spanische Zwerg- 
Nackthalskriiper erahnen, dass es noch manche milun'er ungemein faszinierende Be- 
sonderheit in „entiegenen Winkeln" dieser Erde geben diirfte, von der bislang keiner- 
lei In f ormation bis in unsere Gefilde „durchgedrungen“ ist. 

Andererseits lassen solche Beispiele bereits erkennen, worauf es uns vorrangig an- 
kommt: Das vorliegende Buch will \ or aliem ein Pladoyer fiir die ungeheure Vielfalt 
der weltweiten Zwerghuhnzucht sein. Es wurde vor allem fiir jene Fachleute und In- 
teressenten zusammengestellt, de ter, Kreativitat und Innovation in der Zwerghuhn¬ 
zucht echtes Anliegen und nicht nur teere Worthiilsen sind. Das kann zu Zeiten, wo 
bedauerlicherweise auch von maBgeUicher Seite mal Wieder gegen angeblich wenig 
zukunftstrachtige oder die Existenz etablierter Rassen bzw. Farbschlage gefahrdende 
Standardneuaufnahmen zu Felde gezogen wird, nicht deutlich genug betont werden. 
Anstatt die Entwicklung der Vielfalt in der Rassegefliigelzucht schlicht dem freien 
Spiel der Krafte zu iiberlassen, fiihlen sich einige offenbar berufen, in dessen durch- 
aus sinnvollen GesetzmaBigkeiten mit immer noch hoheren Hiirden fiir Neuvorstel- 
lungen hineinzudirigieren. 

Diese Blockadcmentalitat, die sozusagen selbst konservativster Auslanaerpolitik die 
Schamrote ins Gesicht treiben wiirde, iibersieht jedoch geflissentlich, dass unser 
Hobby schon immer „multikuItureH“ war. Und anstatt der Bedenken, ob wir „immer 
noch neue Rasser" brauchten, konr.te man ebensognt die Frage aufwerfen, ob hun- 
derte von GroBschauvertretern in einem Farbschlag einer Moderasse der Weisheit 
letzter Schluss sind. Zumal unserem Hobby abtiaglicher Neid und Missgunsi offen¬ 
bar dort am verbreitetsten sind, wo es in Rieserkulickiionen um die Suche nach dem 
„Primus inter pares" („Spitzentier“ oder „Spitzenziichter“) geht! 

Eine weitere Problematik sind die oft sehr widerspriichlichen Oberlieferungen zunt 
Werdcgang gerade auch vieler ungemein popular gewnrdener Rassen. Je mehr „ver- 
gilbte" Blatter zur Einsicht zur Verfiigung stehen, desto deutlicher wird mitunter, wie 
gedankenverloren geschichtsverfiilschende Missverstandnisse, Ungereimtheiten oder 
Versaumnisse von spateren Autoren iibemommen worden sind. Zweifelsohne haben 
Erhalt und Aufarbeitung aller gf.schichtlichen Daten zur Entwicklung der Zwerg¬ 
huhnzucht im Allgemeinen wie der jeweiligen Rassegeschichte im Besonderen nicht 
nur fiir das interne Verstandnis von Zusammenhangen, sondern auch fiir eine seriose 
Darstellung unseres Hobbys nach auBen elementare Bedeutung. Um so bedauerli- 
cher, in welch forscher Weise darin gar nicht so selten Wahrheit und Authentizitat 
auf den Kopf gestellt wurden! 

Das Dilemma aus heutigem Blickwinkel dabei: Auch bei allerbestem Willen ist bei 
mehreran Versionen iiber manchmal etliche Jahrzehnte zuriickliegende Vorgange oft 
einfach nicht mehr zweifelsfrei „auseinanderzudroseln“, was der Wahrheit entspricht 
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bzw. ins Reich der Fabein verwiesen werden miisste. Insofern bitten wir um Ver 
standnis dafiir, wenn auch hier im einen oder anderen Falle falschen oder unvollstan- 
digen Vorgaben „auf den Leim gegangen" wurde, und bitten insbesondere noch le- 
bende Zeitzeugen herzlich um unterstiitzende Korrekturen, damit Vcrfalschungen in 
spat-ren Auflagen nicht weitcrhin auf die Nachwelt „losgelassen“ werden! 

Wei im Ubrigen das moglichst detaillierte „Nachbeten“ der in diesem Lande abge- 
segnelen Standards erwartet, wird sicherlich enttauscht. Vielmthr wurde ganz be- 
wusst auch Wert auf Fakten und Daten aus dem „Umfeld“ jeder Rasse gelegt, die 
man eben nicht im je /eiligcn „Gesetzestext" oder auch in den gangigen Rassebe- 
schreibungen findet. jabci setzt der pro Rasse zur Verfiigung stehende Platz natiir- 
iich Grenzen, die oft schweren Herzens beriicksichtigt werden mussten, um das 
„Handbuch nicht aus alien vorgegebenen Nahten platzen zu lassen. 

Eine einleitende Gesamtbetrachtung ware sicherlich unvollstandig ohne die dankbare 
Erwahnung jener nationalen wie internationalen Informanten, ohne deren Untersliit- 
zung manche Darstellung weit bruchstiickhafter geblieben ware. Neben den hiesigen 
Zuchtfreunden F. Bilzer, P. Bochmann, G. Ernst, H. Falk, H. Heidenreich, R. de Ro¬ 
ster, S. Neumann und M. Weber seien daher u.a. die „Auslandskorrespondenten“ Bill 
Plant + (Australien), Bprge Strph (Danemark), Tetsushi Mori (Japan), Aad Rijs (Nie- 
derlande), Galina Schyrjowa und Sergei Ryschow (RuBland), Dr. Michael Romanov 
(Ukraine) sowie Dr. Edgar Petty und Robert Powell (USA) hervorgehoben. f=— 
Darin einzuschlieBen sind nicht zuletzt unser Lektor Walter Schwarz fur ebenso 
prompte wie routinierte Uberarbeitung, Heidi und Angelina Wandelt fur iiberaus ge- 
duldigen Verzicht auf nahezu ein halbes Jahr auch nur halbwegs geregelten Familien- 
lebens und Edeltraut Piller, ohne deren nimmermuden schwiegermiitterlichen Einsatz 
die eigentlich wahnwitzige Konstellation aus Druckterminen, Sauglingsbetreuung, 
Wohnungs- und Zuchtanlagenwechsel sicherlich im Chaos geendet hatte!

Amerikanischer Zwerg-Kampfer (American Game Bantam): Obwohl schon 1930 im 
Staate Jersey aus dem tatsachlichen Amerikanischcn Kiimpfer (American Pit Game) 
und dem Bankivahuhn (!) herausgezuchtet, ist die nur bedingte Zwergform des bis 
heute nicht im US-Standard akzeptierten Arenakampfers bislang eine absolute Selten- 
1 ' geblieben. Wie aber sollte dieses von Anfang an reine Schau- bzw. Liebhaber- 
hu.incnen auch popular werden, wenr. ihm fur Ausstellungsziichter der „Stallgeruch“ 
der „blutriinstigen“ GroBrasse anhing, wahrend deren Anhiinger mit einem nicht fur die 
Arena geeigneten „Schaulowen“ prinzipiell nichts anfangen konnten? 

Da kann es kaum noch verwundern, dass auch das Zwergformat bis heute noch nicht in 
den ..Standard of Perfection" aufgenommen wurde. Zumal die Aufnahme in den illus- 
tren Kreis der Standardrassen ofifenbar weit schwieriger als beispielsweise bei uns ist 
und als man dies im „Land der unbegrenzten Moglichkeiten" erwarten wiirde. So 
scheint ein Zusammenhang mit der bisherigen Ablehnung der ..American Game", also 
der Ausstellungskarnpfer im GroBformat (nicht zu verwechseln mit dem umstrittenen 
..American Pit Game , dem Arenakampfer!), und der Zulassung des Zwergformates 
durch den Dachverband ..American Poultry Association" zu bestehen. So lange das 
GroBformat nicht akzeptiert wurde, kann auch das inzwischen fast 70 (!) Jahre existen- 
te Zwergformat anscheinend nicht zugelassen werden. In welchen Zeitdimensionen da- 
bei offenbar gedacht werden muss, berichtet La Maar (1991), wonach sein Standard- 
entwurf fur die GroBrasse nur deshalb fiinf Jahre beim Dachverband geschlummert 
habe, weil er zweierlei Lauffarbung (Hell und Dunkel) vorgeschlagen habe — bei etli- 
chen anderen Kampferrassen im Ubrigen ein ganz normaler Zustand! 
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Dass Amerikanische Zwerg-Kiimpfer auch ohne Zulassung durch den Amerikanischen 
Gefliigelzuchtverband dennoch seit etlichen Jahren ohne Beeintracbtigung, wenn auch 
auBerst selten, ausgestellt werden konnen, hat eine nach unseren Gepflogenheiten noch 
seltsamere Bewandtnis: Der Zwerghuhnziichterverband (..American Bantam Associati¬ 
on"), der anscheinend keine Rucksicht auf das Schicksa! der GroBrasse nehmen muss 
hat die Rasse seinerseits und damit sozusagen im Alleingang schon etliche Jahre zuge- 
iassen. Dieser Verband fiihit auch einen eigenen Standard, so dass auch Amerikanische 
Zwerg-Kiimpfer offenbar problemlos bei Schauen bewertet werden diirfen. 

Nach dieser Musterbeschreibung sollen Alt- und Jurghahn 850 bzw. 765 g sowie Alt- 
und Junghenne 765 bzw. 680 g wiegen. Dabei bringt der Amerikanische Zwerg-Kamp¬ 
fer ein gutes Stuck mehr als der ihm zumindest optisch recht nahe stehende Altengli- 
sche Zwerg-Kampfer auf die Waage. Als weiteres Abgrenzungskriterium zum briti- 
schen „Muskelball“ fiihrt Powell (1992) den etwas steileren Schwanzwinkel an (50 
Grad tiber der Horizontalen bei beiden Geschlechtem statt nur 45 Grad beim Altengli¬ 
schen). Sodann werden Altenglische und Amerikanische Junghahne im natiirlich nicht 
von einem Kupierverbot deutscher Strickart (dank „gutiger“ BDRG-Mithilfe...) bela- 
steten amerikanischen Ausstellungswesen recht unterschiediich behandelt, was den 
Zeitpunkt des Kupierens angeht. Denn wahrend Altenglische Kiimpfer noch bis zum 1. 
November ihres Geburtsjahres unkupiert ausgestellt werden diirfen, werden Amerika¬ 
nische auch schon vor diesem Stichtag nur kupiert akzeptiert. 

Obwohl besagter Standard des Zwerghuhnzuchterverbandes ein Dutzend Farbschla- 
ge auffuhrt, befindet sich die Rasse nur in ganz wenigen Ziichterhanden. So kann 
Robert Powell, Carbondale/Pennsylvania, der in diesem Jahrzehnt immer wieder bei- 
spielhaft die Werbetrommel fur diese Raritat riihrte, noch 1992 nur je einen weiteren 
Mitziichter in seinem Bundesstaat sowie im Staat New York nennen. Dennoch 
kommt er seinerzeit zum Fazit, dass die Rasse mehr und mehr Aufmerksamkcit erre- 
gen wiirde, und zeigte sich optinnstisch, was einen weiteren Aufwiirtstrend anbe- 
langt. Allerdings nicht ohne die realistische Einschatzung, dass Amerikanische 
Zwerg-Kampfer wohl niemals den Popularitatsgrad der altenglischen Verwandtschaft 
Oder der Zwerg-Cochin bzw. Zwerg-Wyandotten erreichen wiirden. 

Die Farbschlagskala umfasst Birkenfarbige, Schwarze, Goldhalsige, Blaue, Blau- 
Goldhalsige, Messingruckige, Orangebriistige, Silberhalsige mit Orangeriicken, Rot- 
gesattelte, Silberhalsige, Weizenfarbige und WeiBe. Popularster Faibschlag scheint 
dabei mit Abstand der goldhalsige zu sein. 

GroBer Wert wird offenbar auf das „Gefalle“ der Ruckenlinie gelegt. Es sol! beim 
Hahn natnlich exakt 30 Grad unter der Horizontalen betragen, urn in abruptem Winkel 
in den Schwanz Uberzugehen. Dasjenige der Henne ist hingegen lediglich mit 20 Grad 
angegeben. Analog zum Altenglischen muss der Amerikanische Zwerg-Kiimpfer sich 
in Preisrichterhand ausgesprochen hart anfiihlen. Powell spricht in diesem Zusammen- 
hang von ..starker Kontraktion von Fliigeln und Schenkeln". Das Gefieder soli am ge- 
samten Korper straff anliegen, um die charakteristische Federharte zu demonstrieren. 

Im Gesamteindruck soil der Hahn vor allem „majestiitisch, anmutig und wachsam" 
sein, seine Partnerin hingegen ..wachsam, anmutig und gelassen". Weitere wichtige 
Mcrkmale sind reiche Hals- und Sattelbefiederung sowie hartes, strapazierfahiges, 
glattes und gliinzendes Gefieder in beiden Geschlechtem. Zu den besonderen Tugen- 
den rechnet Powell die in der Regel 90 oder mehr Prozent betragende Schlupfrate die¬ 
ser unwahrscheinlichen Energiebiindel und die exzellcnten Mutterinstinkte der Henne.

Fostering Broodiness 

By S. Robert Powell 


P om January through March, I sometimes have as many as 15 setting hens 
at work—hatching and raising chicks. Most of my setters are Plymouth 
Rocks, Rhode Island Reds, Orpingtons, and American Games. 

I never have a problem getting hens to set. Some breeds are very easy to get 
to set. Others, especially those which are generally characterized as 
nonsetters, can be more of a challenge. Over the years, however, I have had 
such breeds as bantam and standard Modem Games, Sebrights, and Golden 
Campines set, hatch, and successfully raise broods of young. 

I sometimes hear people say that their birds won't set. In many cases, I don't 
think its the birds' fault. Birds, even if they are generally classed as setters, 
will not set if the conditions under which they are housed are not such as to 
foster broodiness in them. 

What, then, can you do to encourage hens to set? With some birds, I don't 
think there's anything that can be done. The maternal instinct may well have 
been bred out of them. I've never been able to get a White Leghorn or a 
Minorca to set, for example. But most birds will set if you provide 
appropriate conditions to foster broodiness. 

LOCATION OF NESTS. Most importantly, you must provide suitable 
nests. Given a choice, most chickens will choose to lay in a nest that's up off 
the floor and closed on all sides except the front. 

Muscovy ducks, it seems, also prefer elevated nests. My Muscovies come 
into the bam and fly up into the chickens' nests. The sight of a female 
Muscovy flying onto the landing board at the front of a nest is not 
something that many chickens, especially pullets, regard as normal. And 
frequently, terrified pullets are sent squawking by the arrival of the ducks. 
In time, however, things settle down and the chickens are not troubled by 
the sight of ducks in the nesting area. 

Instinct tells most birds that it's safer to nest in an elevated nest than at floor 
or ground level. And if the nest is open only at f he front, it's easier for the 



setter vo prevent other hens from entering the nest. In the wild, a nest that 
was open only at the front could, if necessary, be defended against predators 
easier and more effectively than one that was open on all sides. In nests 
open only at the front, in addition, the possibility for a surprise attack, so to 
speak, is minimized. 

With breeds such as Plymouth Rocks, the next boxes should be a couple of 
feet from the floor. Just high enough so that the hens can fly directly up to 
them from the floor. With breeds that can fly quite easily, the nest boxes can 
be four or five feet from the floor. 

Hens also prefer nests that are somewhat dark and private. Don't put a nest 
box in the front of a pen in an exposed position. Turn it sideways and put it 
in a rear comer. 

SIZE OF NESTS. How big should the boxes be? With birds such as 
Plymouth Rocks, a next box that is 15 inches square and about that high is 
ideal. With bantams, of course, the nests should be smaller. The ideal 
situation is one in which the hen comfortably fills the box. You don't want a 
box that is enormous, and you don't want one in which the hen can not stand 
up and turn around in easily. 

NEST MATERIALS. Nesting material is very important. Chickens and 
turkeys—like most ducks and geese—like nests that have a generous 
quantity of hay or straw in them. Hens will set in nests that have only wood 
shavings in them, but they prefer hay or straw. Don't go overboard and 
overfill the boxes, or the hens won't be able to get in. I always arrange the 
nesting material so that some of it is visible from the floor. The hens will 
see it and will be attracted to the nest. 

Before you put hay or straw in the nests, it's a good idea to first spray the 
inside of the boxes with some kind of lice spray or apply a product to 
discourage lice I also think it's a good idea to work the hay into a 
reasonable nest shape with your hands when you put hay in the boxes. The 
nest should be sufficiently deep to incline the eggs slightly toward the 
middle and fiat enough to avoid crowding or piling the eggs. 



INCENTIVES. Nest eggs are extremely important in encouraging hens to 
set. I use about a half dozen golf balls. Remove any fresh eggs from the nest 
of a prospective setter at least once a day and store them appropriately for 
hatching. Always leave t' est eggs. If you don't use nest eggs and if you 
take away the fresh eg: aily, the hen will very probably come to the 

conclusion that the nest in question is not a good place to lay her eggs— 
because the eggs always disappear—and she will start to lay in another 
location. 

After a hen has set and has been on the nest around the clock for a couple of 
days, it's time to give her a setting of eggs. Before you do so, however, you 
must decide if you will allow her to set where she is or to move her. It's 
probably best to leave her where she is if, and only if, she will not be 
disturbed by other hens during the incubation period. If a second hen tries to 
push her way into a nest box in which a hen is brooding a setting of eggs, 
it's very likely that some of the eggs will get broken. 

If you decide to leave the hen where she is, it's a good idea to attach a piece 
of wire to the front of the nest to make sure that no other hens disturb the 
hen that is setting. Every day, at more or less the same time, you must then 
remove the setting hen from her nest to allow her to eat and drink and to 
empty her bowels. The hen can then be allowed to return to her nest. 

If you decide to move the hen to a pen of her own, it's best to do so at night. 
Most broody hens, especially those with quiet dispositions, can usually be 
moved. Some hens, however, can not be moved and will only set in the 
original site where they first set. 

If, after moving, the hen settles down at once on the nest and turns the eggs 
with the motion of her body and wings, moving has heen successful. If she 
is restless, shut her in the nest and do not disturb her until morning. If the 
hen takes quietly to the nest and eggs, as she is apt to during the night, let 
her remain undisturbed during the day until an hour before sundown, then 
permit her to come from the nest for food and water. If she refuses to sit 
during the night and day, she had best be returned to the flock. 

If you ha"e moved a hen to a pen or to a small coop where she will not be 
disturbed by other hens and where she will be safe from predators, you have 



nothing more to do than to give her a setting of eggs—and then put feed and 
water in her pen and allow her to come off her nest whenever she wants. 
She'll take care of herself and her nest. Even in such a private situation, it's a 
good idea to check on the eggs every few days to make sure that none of the 
eggs has been broken by the hen. If at any time during the incubation period 
you discover that an egg has been broken in a nest, clean the eggs at once 
and remove the soiled hay/straw from the nest and replace it with fresh nest 
material. 

THE EGGS. When you set a hen, make sure that you don't give her too 
many eggs, or she won't be able to incubate them properly. A setting of eggs 
for standard chickens is generally consideied to be an odd number of eggs, 
usually 13. Most bantam hens can cover seven of their own eggs without 
difficulty. The eggs, in any event, should all be uniform in size. 

The possibilities are many, however, when it comes to giving hens eggs to 
hatch. I have given Old English Game bantam hens settings that consisted 
of two standard Orpington eggs. A standard Orpington, on the other hand, 
can cover as many as 19 Guinea eggs or 9 Muscovy duck eggs. A couple of 
years ago, I gave a Narragansett turkey 21 chicken eggs. Turkeys, I should 
add, are about the best setters you can get. In spite of their large size, they 
are very gentle setters. Rarely, in my experience, do they break an egg 
during the incubation process. I have even hatched bantam chickens under 
turkeys which, by the way, are fond of setting behind a bale of hay on the 
floor in a comer of a coop. 

The purpose of this article is not to suggest that if ycu do what I describe 
here you will have an unlimited supply of setting hens. What I say here is 
based on my own experience of many years with using setting hens to hatch 
and raise chicks. What works for me may not work for you. 

I can tell you one thing for certain, however. If you have never used a 
setting hen to hatch and raise chicks, you are missing out on one of the great 
pleasures associated with the rearing of exhibition poultry.

Short-Term Incubator Problems 

By S. Robert Powell 

You insulate your coops. You feed your breeders an enriched diet. 
You fuss around with lights, in the middle of winter, to stimulate the 
production of fertile eggs with strong embryos. You carefully gather, mark, 
and store the eggs for incubation. You follow the incubator's instructions to 
the letter. You fill the incubator with the freshest eggs possible. You sit 
back and—even though you know you shouldn't—you start counting your 
chicks before they're hatched. And then it happens. You wake up in the 
middle of the night or you come home from work one day only to discover 
that you have an incubator full of cold eggs. "All that work, and now this!" 
you say to yourself. 

Incubator problems! Most of us who raise exhibition poultry have had 
incubator problems at one time or another. So, what do you do at such 
times? What are your options? In most cases, there's more than one viable 
option open to you. In a great many cases, a hatch can be saved in spite of 
short-term incubator problems. That's because chicks, not only after but 
also before they're hatched, are tough. 

The two most common incubator problems are probably power 
failure and equipment malfunction. In either case, don't immediately open 
the incubator. If you have a forced-air incubator, close the air vent. 
Whatever heat remains inside the incubator must be retained as long as 
possible. 

If it's an equipment malfunction, try to determine the specific nature 
of the problem without cooling the eggs any more than they already are. If 
you have to remove the eggs from the incubator to make a repair, put them 
directly into Styrofoam egg cartons with no holes in the lids. That way, 
whatever heat remains in the eggs will be contained by the closed egg 
cartons. In addition, you'll be less likely to inadvertently crack one of the 
eggs. Make sure that the pointed end of the eggs is facing down, with the air 
sac at the top. Be careful not to be rough in handling the eggs. Remember, 
they contain living (hopefully) embryos. 



The variety of things that people have done to keep eggs warm after 
they have been removed, for one reason or another, from an incubator that is 
not working is truly amazing—hot water bottles on top of the eggs, eggs in 
pans in a warm oven, eggs near hot radiators or wood-burning stoves, eggs 
in front of car heaters, heating pads under the eggs, and so on. 

Whatever you decide to do, it's better to keep the eggs, on a short¬ 
term basis, at a temperature below the optimum temperature for hatching 
eggs than at a temperature above the optimum temperature. If the eggs are 
kept at 90 degrees, say, for a few hours, at least the embryos won't die. If the 
eggs are kept for very long at 110 degrees, on the other hand, the embryos 
will be killed by the excessive heat. Be very careful, therefore, not to 
overheat the eggs. 

If you can determine the nature of the problem and if you have on 
hand, or can easily obtain, a replacement part, install it as quickly as you 
can, and you're back in business. Maybe your incubator's wick or wafer is 
the problem? Maybe the microswitch or an electrical cord is not working 
properly? As soon as things are back to normal, it might not be a bad idea to 
order and to have on hand some spare parts for yon r incubator (a new wafer, 
a new microswitch, and so on). 

If your electrical service has been interrupted, leave the eggs in the 
closed incubator and cover the incubator with a blanket or some other 
covering that will help keep the remaining heat in the incubator until the 
power comes back on. If the eggs are well along in the incubation cycle, the 
animal heat given off by the developing embryos will provide a fair amount 
of protective heat for the eggs. 

If your incubator is located in a cool room, your might also consider 
moving it into a warmer location. If your incubator is small enough, you 
might be able to move it to a location nearby where the power is not off. 
Maybe you can locate a gas-powered generator? I once put an incubator into 
the car and drove 25 miles, in the middle of the night in a snow storm, to my 
office, where the power was not off. And there the incubator remained—to 
the amused delight of my colleagues—until the chicks hatched. 
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If none of those options seems workable to you, and you decide to 
remove the eggs from the incubator because the power has been off for an 
extended period of time, give it your best to maintain the eggs at the correct 
incubation temperature. 

The best solution, of course, is to put the eggs, as soon as possible, 
into a functioning incubator or under setting hens. Perhaps a friend has 
room in an incubator for your eggs or has some setting hens that you can 
use? Perhaps you can quickly buy a new incubator? 

Our puipose here is not to recommend one emergency solution over 
another. What you must do, by whatever means you choose, and without 
driving yourself crazy, is maintain the eggs at more or less the correct 
temperature until you can get them into a normal incubation situation. 

If your power is off for only a few hours, or if you can repair your 
malfunctioning incubator within a few hours, chances are that your hatch 
will not be seriously affected. If your incubator is off for a longer period of 
time and no viable option seems available to you, you may have to declare 
the hatch a loss. 

At what point do you declare a hatch a loss? As a general rule, I don't 
give up very easily. ! think it's probably a good idea not to declare a hatch a 
loss even if the eggs have been cooled down to room temperature for an 
entire day until you have been able to get the eggs back into a "norma!" 
incubation situation for a day or two. At that point, candle the appropriately- 
wann eggs and determine if the embryos are alive nor not. You may be very 
pleasantly surprised to discover that the embryos are still alive. 

In talking with seasoned poultry breeders, I have learned that there 
are two days, above all, in the 21-day incubation period for chicken eggs on 
which the correct incubation temperature for the eggs must be carefully 
maintained. If something goes wrong on one of those two davs. serious 
problems (deformities, death) can arise. Those two days are day 3 and day 
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Why those two days? On day 3, the nose, legs, and wings begin to 
form. At this point the heart of the developing embryo has already begun to 
beat, and the embryo can be seen, as a very small red spot, through the 
shell—especially with white-shelled eggs. On day 19, the remaining portion 
of the yolk that has not been absorbed by the embryo during the third week 
of incubation is absorbed into the chick's abdomen. (During the first two 
weeks of incubation, the developing embryo is nourished by the white of 
the egg.) 

That does not mean, to be sure, that you can disregard the 
temperature on the other days in the incubation cycle. Certainly not. Every 
effort must be made to maintain the correct temperature and humidity in the 
incubator throughout the entire incubation cycle. But it does mean that days 
3 and 19, so 1 have been told, are especially important days in the cycle. 

Most of the time, I use setting hens to hatch chicks. And you never 
have power problems or equipment malfunctions when you use setting 
hens. This past winter, however, my supply of setting hens was not adequate 
to take care of all the eggs I wanted to hatch. So I used a couple of 
incubators that I have used with great success in the past. 

During one three-week period, with both incubators filled to capacity, 

I had two power failures and one equipment malfunction! None of those 
problems occurred on days 3 or 19.1 was lucky, I guess. In one instance, the 
power was off for about 6 hours; in another, it was off for about 4 hours. In 
another instance, the incubator was off for about 7 hours, due to a defective 
extension cord. 

In all three incubator emergencies, I immediately closed the air vent 
and covered the incubators with a blanket. I didn't touch the eggs. The 
power eventually came back on. The defective cord was replaced. The eggs 
were re-warmed to the proper temperature. On the day following the return 
to normalcy, in each instance, I candled the eggs and was very pleased to 
discover that the embryos were all alive and well. On days 21 and 22, very 
successful hatches took place. 

Some people over-react, I think. I have heard of breeders who have 
discarded an entire incubator full of eggs just because the temperature was 
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off by one or two degrees for a couple hours, or because a setting hen was 
off her nest for what seemed like too long a period of time or because a 
thunderstorm took place, and so on. 

The well-known poultry breeder and exhibitor, Cecil E. Rose of 
Montrose, PA, always used to say: "If the temperature won't kill the chicks 
when they're out of the shells, it won't kill them when they're still in the 
shells." On one occasion, I remember Cecil Rose's saying that he never had 
a better hatch than one time after the power had been off for over 24 hours. 

Chicks (hatched or unhatched), in other words, are tough. This past 
hatching season 1 had a setting hen who seemed to be off the nest more than 
she was on it. I was not optimistic about her chances for a good hatch, but I 
allowed her to do as she pleased. Most of the eggs hatched. Setting hens, of 
course, are the world's best incubators. 

Most of us have probably heard hard-to-believe-but-true stories about 
eggs that have hatched under difficult conditions: power off for 2 days and 
yet 70% of the eggs still hatched, hen abandoned nest on day 20 and the 
eggs hatched without her, and so on. Every such case is interesting and 
informative. The variables are always different. A collection of such 
stories—especially if the particulars about the nature of the incubation 
problem and what was done to solve the problem—would, in fact, be very 
interesting to read. At the same time, such stories would be very useful to 
other breeders when in the throes of incubator emergencies. 

What works for me or for another breeder may not work for you. The 
purpose of this article is not to tell you, specifically, what to do when an 
incubator problem develops at your house. The purpose of this article is to 
remind you that in most cases you have, at such times, more than one 
workable option open to you. More often than not, it seems, a hatch can be 
saved in spite of short-term incubator problems.

HANDBUCH DER

Some years ago, Robert Powell 
corresponded with Rudiger Wandelt, an 
energetic young German who was 
working on a book on exhibition poultry.

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Its hard not to experience 
a physical and emotional down 
when a wonderful three-day 
poultry show like the 1998 
Ohio National is all over, uke 
the little kid at the circus, you 
want the show to go on 
forever. But it can't, of course. 
And when it comes to an end, 
you have to regroup. So what 
do you do? What's the next 
step? 

One thing for certain, 
everyone who was there was 
surely energized by the 
experience. And the important 
thing now is to do something 
positive, constructive, and 
useful with that energy. Don't 
let It just fizzle away to 
nothing. 

If you were fortunate 
enough to have a big show 
win—or even if ycu didn't—you 
should be all firtd up with 
enthusiasm aboul your 
breeding program lor the 
coming year. If you need to get 
new blood into your line of 
birds, or if you want to 
ourchase eggs or chicks from 
a leading breeder, make the 
contacts now. Don't wait until 
next April. 

If you purchased a new 
variety or breed of birds at this 
year's show, make sure that 
you provide the necessary 
housing and follow 
appropriate management 
practices to make it possible 
for those birds to perform their 
best for you. 

If you had a sales area at 
the show and sold out very 
early in the show, then you 
know you have to hatch more 
chicks or raise more birds to 
be ready for nexl year's show. 

If you're interested in 
getting involved /ith a locai 


poultry club or a breed club, 
initiate some kind of action 
right now. Contact the current 
officers of the club and let 
them know that you want to 
become an active member. 

If you have any open time 
available in your schedule, 
become a volunteer. Help set 
up or tear down at your club's 
next show. Volunteer to lead a 
membership recruitment effort 
for a local poultry club, a 
breed club, or a national 
poultry organization. There are 
lots of people who raise 
poultry who dont even know, 
for example, that your local 
poultry club, the APA, the ABA, 
and the IWBA exist. 

If there's no poultry club in 
your area, maybe you should 
think about starting one. A 
good way to find out who else 
raises and shows birds in your 
area is to contact the poultry 
superintendents at local fairs 
and ask them for a list of the 
poultry exhibitors at last year's 

















fair. Or put up notices in local 
feed stores and make it known 
that you're interested in 
forming a local poultry club. 

If you want your kids to 
participate in next year's junior 
showmanship competition, 
take the necessary steps now 
to get them started with birds 
and showmanship. Become an 
active member of your local 
poultry club. Or start a 4-H 
poultry club. Contact your 
local poultry club's officers or 
show secretary and tell them 
that you want to have a junior 
show and/or a junior 
showmanship competition a - ! 
your next show. 

If you want to set up a 
sales table at a poultry show, 
contact the president or show 
secretary of that club well in 
advance of the show and find 
out how you go about it. Don't 
just show up with your wares 
on the day of the show and 
expect to have a sales table 
waiting for you. 

If you have an interesting 
poultry experience to share or 
if you can provide useful 
information to others on some 
aspect of raising and 
exhibiting poultry, write an 
article for your local club's 
newsletter or for a national 
poultry publication or 

yearbook. Share your 

knowledge and experiences. 

If you believe you have the 
qualifications to be a poultry 
judge, contact the APA or the 
ABA and find out how to 
become a member of the 
judges' apprenticeship 

program.

The 1998 Columbus show 
and weekend were everything 
that one could have hoped 
for—and more. What an 
unforgettable experience! 

One of the most 
remarkable aspects of the 
experience for me was to be in 
the presence of thousands of 
people who raise and show 
poultry, to be surrounded for 
three days by people who 
regard animal husbandry as 
not only interesting and 
pleasurable but also normal 
and natural. 

I say that because most of 
us live in worlds in which our 
neighbors, co-workers, and 
frienos regard us, to a greater 
or lesser extent, as more or 
less crazy because of our 
interest in exhibition poultry. 
They, on the other hand, have 
more mainstream interests and 
hobbies (amateur and 
.professional sports, antiques, 
shopping, travel, you name It) 
and are surrounded, day in 
and day out, by people with 
the same interests and 
hobbies. 

For those of us who raise 
and show birds, the pleasure 
of feeling ourselves to be a 
part of a dominant group of 
people with the same interest 
(the feeling that one might 
experience as a spectator 
when attending in person a 
major league sports event) 
doesn’t happen very often. 
Tnai fueling, the exhilarating 
high of focused participation 


and professional camaraderie, 
was very much in the air at 
Columbus. And it felt great to 
be a part of it all. 

Another wonderful part of 
the weekend was the 
opportunity to renew and to 
strengthen friendships—and to 
make the acquaintance of new 
people in this grand hobby of 
ours. 

And of course there were 
the birds: 12,294 of them 
(3,366 standard chickens, 
7,044 bantam chickens, and 
1,884 waterfowl), shown by 
780 exhibitors. As someone 
who is primarily concerned 
with standaro chickens, it was 
an extraordinary experience 
for me to see that many 
standard cnickens in one 
show—almost half as many as 
there were bantams. (In most 
shows that I attend, there are 
usually five or six times as 
many bantams as standards.) 

And such beautiful birds— 
and not just one or two of a 
given variety, but rows and 
rows of them. Truly 
extraordinary. 

The breed club and the 
national poultry organization 
meetings were also very 
interesting experiences. We 
should all, it seems to me, be 
actively involved in at least one 
poultry club or organization. 
Dont just sit back and expect 
others to do everything. Get 
involved. The greater your 
involvement in the hobby, the 
more meaningful will be your 
experience of raising and 
showing birds. 

As soon as the next 
APA/ABA joint national is 
announced, make plans to 
attend. You'll be glad you did.

Seven Narragansett oults 
hatched in the incubator over the 
weekend of February 6-7, 1999. This is 
good news. 

Received a check from John A. 
Welch (1527 East German Valley Road, 
Baileyville, IL 61007. 815-362-6017) for 
the Narragansett poults that hatched 
from the eggs that I shipped him on 
December 21, 1998. He paid for the 
postage ($25.40) plus $2 for each egg 
that hatched. He hatched ten and lost two 
the first day. $25.40 + $20.00 = $45.40 
(check 624, 02-04-99). Since the eggs 
were not delivered within 24 hours, as 
promised by the U. S. Postal Service 
Express Mail guarantee, the ^ust office 
refunded me the cost of the postage, 
$25.40. So, for the 21 Narragansett eggs 
that I shipped Welch, I received $45.40 
+ $25.40 = $70.80. 

I shipped two dozen Narragansett 
eggs iO Merl Simrell (Route 1, Box 233, 
Walker, MO 64790-9643. 417-465- 
2342) in Walker, MO on December 14, 
1998 for $25.40. The eggs were 
delivered at 1:54 P.M. on December 15 th . 
Simrell hatched 8 young @ $2 each = 
$16. $25.40 + $16.00 = $41.40. Merl 
reimbursed me for the postage by 
sending me a check for $30 on 
December 15 th ; he sent me another check 
for $16 on January 27*, at total of 
$46.00. 

$70.80 + $46.00 = $116.80. The 
best part of it all is that there are 16 of 
my Narragnasetts in Missouri (Simrell) 
and Illinois (Welch). 

There are about 35 fertile 
Narragansett eggs under hens up at the 
bam. I have about 8 eggs to put under 
incubation. It should be a good year for 
Narragansetts.

Thanks for your comments on the CPAC "Newsletter." I try to pack each 
issue full of news about CPAC members.

Hello there. Winter already 
and it is time to set up your 
matings and start hatching for 
next year's shows. Cockerels 
should be hatched in January 
and February so that they have 
time to finish those beautiful 
Leghorn tails. Pullets are best 
hatched in late March and 
most of April so that they are 
in "bloom" for the fall shows. 

I received a letter from a 
new friend in Canada recently. 
He was quite complimentary 
on my birds and asked for 
some pointers in how I mate 
them. I still have yet to answer 
his letter, but here is some of 
what I think is valuable: 

This time of year many 
people spend time with their 
chicken buddies giving each 
other advice on matings. I love 
putting my mind on a pair of 
birds and deciding how I think 
they might produce. When you 
have a knowledge of several 
generations it helps to 
remember what the ancestors 
of your birds were like, what is 
behind them, when putting two 
birds together. The mother of a 
Light Brown male or the father 
of a Dark Brown female are 
almost as important as the 
breeder bird you are using. 
Their offspring will most likely 
resemble the grand parents in 
color. 

Looking on the underside 
of a Light Brown male's saddle 


feathers will give you some 
idea on what kind of stippling 
he will put on his daughters. 
Also look in his saddle for 
female color on the surface of 
some of his feathers. When 
you see it you hope to find a 
hint of softness and fineness. 
On his neck, where it meets 
his breast, you want to see 
some salmon. Remember that 
the Standard of Perfection 
calls for it! Striping in the 
saddle of a male often implies 
he will produce daughters free 
of shafting and brick (or with 
less of these color faults). It 
also will be likely to indicate 
that he carries less salmon for 
the breast of his daughters. 
Try to use males with very little 
striping unless you are trying 
to clean up your female color. 

In type you will need to 
develop an eye for what makes 
good type. When I first started 
I thought a spread tail was 
type. Later ! looked for a bird 
with a shorter back, thinking 
the back length was too long 
on my females. Wrong. What 
they needed was more 
feathers in the saddle area so 
that they would have a curve, 
which started in the middle of 
the back. Next I tried to breed 
out high shoulders not 
realizing that high shoulders 
are caused by leg position and 
the bird trying to balance itself 
(thanks Wells LaFon and 


feathers. This has improved 
my males in their lesser sickle 
area and helped my type very 
much. Since judges 4ike a 
spread tail I try to show it The 
best way to develop more 
birds that hold their tails open 
all the time is to learn to count 
the main tail feathers (thanks 
Shelby Harrington). I now try 
to use birds with eight main tail 
feathers. I started with six. Also 
watch the width of feathers 
(thanks Clint Grimes). Every 
year I get a few birds that have 
feather width far above their 
peers. This will also add to the 
spread of the tail and to the 
over all feather quality. 

Pullets and cockerels 
should show plenty of hock 
since they will slowly sink 
down each year. Also pullets 
tend to get better colored as 
they age; finer stippled with 
less brick or shaft, though they 
do lose hackle stripe. Type 
changes as a bird ages so 
account for this when deciding 
how to mate an older bird. 

You also need a good 
breast area for good type. The 
first place I notice when 
picking up a Leghorn is the 
breast. The keel bone should 
make an impression in your 
hand (deep keel); the meat of] 
the breast should be ample: 
and firm. Nothing is worse' 
than picking up a Leghorn that 
seems to flow out of your hand 
with no firmness to be found. 
Also the keel bone should be 
long! If you watch the keel 
bone for depth and length you 
will get a good full breast. You 
also will make an impression 
on the judge the moment he 
handles your birds! 





These are not the only fine 
points, just the ones I think ! 
have come to understand. If 
some other Leghorn breeder 
knows another I hope he will 
write in and share it with the 
rest of us. 

I have been in touch with 
numerous members that are 
putting out great efforts for the 
next National Meet which will 
be held the first full weekend 
in November at the Frederick 
Maryland Show (Maryland 
State Poultry Fanciers), it is 
possible this will be quite a 
strong National as it is close 
for many members. I plan to 
come out as strong as 


possible and see how I do. 
Won't you come and enjoy the 
fellowship and see if you can 
take home that big win! I live 
one hour from the show hall 
and will be willing to show 
anyone of you my set up if you 
are interested. 

The Frederick Maryland 
show has beautiful lighting 
and they always have given 
prominent cage locations to 
National Meets. They have 
rabbit cages for the Leghorn 
bantam males, and are willing 
to double coop large males. 
Even after traveling to other 
shows, I still find this show as 
one of my favorites. Frederick 


is a fine city with plenty of 
shopping, history, restaurants 
and bars. Not to mention many 
fine poultry fanciers gather 
here once a year! Try to make 
plans to join us at this show!

.State Agriculture Secretary Samuel S. Hay¬ 
es Jr. banned the poultry at the Farm Show 
last year to help curtail the spread of the 
avian influenza virus that swept through 
Lebanon and Lancaster counties. He lifted 
the ban because no evidence of live viruses 
was seen since March. 

Visitors to the Farm Show yesterday said 
they were pleased the poultry exhibits have 
returned. 

“I love the birds because they’re so beauti¬ 
ful," said Cindy Chew of Bensalem standing 
amidst white ducks with tufted coiffures, 
black and red roosters and chickens with 
feathers of white, buff and black. “I’m a hair- 


Last year was the first time in 13 years that 
live and dressed birds of any kind were ab¬ 
sent from the show. Even displays of eggs 
were forbidden This year, birds at the Farm 
Show had to pass certain blood tests and 
come from flocks with no history of avian in¬ 
fluenza. 

"The Farm Show wasn’t the same last year 
because poultry, a member of the agricultur¬ 
al family, wasn’t here,” Hayes said yesterday. 
“Pennsylvania ranks near the top nationally 
in poultry production, so birds are an impor¬ 
tant part of the Farm Show.” 

Visitors to the room housing the winning 
birds seemed to think it was worth the effort. 
Hayes said that 1,081 birds competed in, this 
year’s show — 79 geese, 235 ducks, 420 ban¬ 
tam or small chickens and 347 large fowl.

The poultry room yesterday may have been 
the most noisy part of the Farm Show Com¬ 
plex. 

Geese honked. Ducks quacked. Roosters 
crowed. Chickens cackled. Adults talked. 
Children giggled. 

“I like that bird because its hair is funny," 
6-year-old Shannon Harris of Pine Grove said 
while pointing to a bearded buff laced hen 
whose head feathers gave it a punk rock ap¬ 
pearance. 

The little girl's brother, 8-year-old Jordan, 
pointed to another Polish cockerel and gig¬ 
gled when the bird “tried t talk. It makes 
funny noises." 

Eight-year-old Mitchell Pierce of Middle- 
town stood before a large fowl exhibited by 
the Rev. Roland Romig of Sayre. The gray 
bird, which appeared to be a 40-pound duck, 


suddenly stood up on its orange webbed feet, 
fanned its gray and white feathers and began 
making a noise between a quack and a honk. 

“Look at that bird's teeth," he told his par¬ 
ents, Kelly and George Pierce, as he gazed at 
tiny pointed teeth lining the inside of the 
bird’s bill. "And see his feet. I bet he really 
swims good." Mitchell then imitated the 
bird's noise, trying to get it to talk to him. 

Even the adults seemed fascinated by the 
sights and sounds of so many birds. Janet 
Lute of Latrobe, on a bus trip from West¬ 
moreland County, studied a Wyandotte par¬ 
tridge hen with mahogany and black varie¬ 
gated feathers and a red beak. 

“That bird is just adorable," she said as the 
hen pecked at her feed. "I never saw one like 
it."

THE CHICKEN 

On the bayou, cockfighting remains undefeated 
By Burkhard Bilger 


"Suddenly we noticed barnyard 
cocks beginning a bitter fight just in 
front of the door. We chose to 
watch.”—St. Augustine, De Ordine 

T 

JL he road from Baton Rouge to 
Lafayette snakes through the hear; 
of Louisiana’s Cajun country, and is 
barely elevated, at times, above the 
swamp’s reach. On the night I trav¬ 
eled it, floodwaters from the north 
had already sfained the levees to 
bursting, threatening to capsize 
chemical barges along the Mississip¬ 
pi; now a thunderstorm swept in to 
finish the job. My plane had spent 
hours in a holding pattern above this 
storm, and the kerschlick of my tires 
ticked off every second of delay: 
midnight in the bayou seemed an in¬ 
auspicious setting for a cockfight. 

I was looking for a club called the 
Red Rooster, near the town of Mau¬ 
rice. A cockfighter named Jim De- 
moruelle had promised to meet me 
there, though I was three hours late. 
Ours would be a perfectly legal meet¬ 
ing—cockfighting has never been 
outlawed in Louisiana—yet I felt like 
1 was going undercover. Cockfighters 
are strange attractors of vice, I’d been 
told, conduits for drugs and gambling 
and episodes of violence. They shun 
publicity and hide their meetings as

assiduously as any drug cartel or 
pornography ring. A few weeks earli¬ 
er, I’d tracked down the editor of a 
cockfighting magazine at an unlisted 
number in rural Arkansas. When I 
called, she barked into the phone, 
“You sound like one of them animal 
lovers to me” and hung up. 

If Demoruelle had agreed to meet 
me, I thought, it was because he was 
a little desperate. As president of the 
Louisiana Gamefowl Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation, Demoruelle had managed to 
fight off “the humaniacs” for years, 
but history seemed to be turning 
against him. Once a sport of kings 
and country gentlemen, cockfighting 
was a misdemeanor in twenty-nine 
states and a felony in sixteen. Ari¬ 
zona, Louisiana, Missouri, New Mex¬ 
ico, and Oklahoma still allowed it, 
but in Louisiana some of the sport’s 
biggest boosters had been swept out 
of office, and in Arizona and Mis¬ 
souri animal-rights groups were 
mounting state referendums on the 
sport. “It’s the beginning of the end," 
a spokeswoman for the Humane So¬ 
ciety of the United States said. 
“When it’s so few states left, you get 
a kind of landslide effect.” 

And yet, at the same time, cock- 
fighting has never been more popu¬ 
lar. There are at least 500,000 cock- 
fighters in the United States, and 
due to immigration of Asians and 
Latin Americans, the number grows 
every year. There are three national 
cockfighting magazines —Feathered 


Warrior, Gamecock, and Grit and 
Steel —and there are cockpits in even 
the most tranquil, law-abiding com¬ 
munities. When I told the name of 
my hometown in Oklahoma to a 
criminologist who specializes in 
cockfighting, he laughed. “Oh yeah. 
I know that place. There’s a pit just 
outside of the city limits.” 

Part of me wanted to go back and 
see that side of small-town life, to 
rattle my memories like the false 
fronts of a Hollywood set. But anoth¬ 
er part, Demoruelle must have 
known, was just looking for a thrill. 
When he wasn’t fighting chickens, 
Demoruelle worked in a drug-rehab 
center, and he knew all about forbid¬ 
den pleasure. “Be careful,” he’d told 
me, only half joking. “If you get into 
this thing, you might really like it. I 
can get somebody off drugs or alcohol 
better than I can off of chickens." 

Beyond my headlights, the night 
was nearly absolute, the skeletal 
landscape exposed by lightning now 
and then, as if by X ray. I was almost 
to the next town by the time a low, 
rickety building swam into view. 
Turning in, I saw a few dozen pickup 
trucks scattered across the mud and 
gravel, as if flung there by the storm. 
Off to the side, perched on the em¬ 
bankment, a portable neon sign 
flickered and buzzed in the

emoruelle .was standing on the 
top rung of the bleachers across the 
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room, arms folded over his beefy 
chest. Athough I’d only heard his 
voice, I picked him out of the crowd 
right away: silver hair, bullish fea¬ 
tures, melancholy eyes. Fven at that 
distance, he radiated a kind of sullen 
power, surveying the scene like Hen¬ 
ry VI11 inspecting his troops. A few 
eyes locked onto mine as I came in, 
but when Demoruelle raised his 
hand and called me over, they drift¬ 
ed back to the fight. A moment later 
I was standing within his protective 
circle, shaking hands with two men 
who flanked him like lieutenants 

It was then that I began to notice 
an odd thing: the Red Rooster was a 
fairly cozy place. Warm and brightly 
lit, high-ceilinged and amiably sloppy 
in its construction, it seemed better 
suited to a Boy Scour jamboree than a 
cockfight. Over in the central tier of 
bleachers a mother was tickling her 
toddler into ecstatic peals of laughter. 
A few rows down, a woman was nurs¬ 
ing her baby within touching distance 
of the cocks, cupping her hands over 
the child’s ears when their squabbling 
grew too loud. There were crawfish 
farmers in overalls and old-timers 
trading gossip, a woman hawking 
cockfighting T-shirts, and teenagers 
loitering in the aisles, flirting between 
sips of Dr. Pepper. It was 2:00 A.M. by 
now, and the Red Rooster looked as 
harmless as a bingo parlor. 

Where were all the drunks and 
scofflaws, dope fiends and edgy hus¬ 
tlers? Where were the “vain, idle, and 
wanton minds,” as William Penn 
wrote in 1682, who “gratify their own 
sensualities and raise the like wicked 
curiosity in others"? I felt like some 
South Sea explorer, making my way 
past spooky totems and grim palisades 
only to find a few peaceable villagers 
inside, eating roots and swatting at 
flies. “It’s almost like a demographic 
frozen in time," sociologist Clifton 
Bryant later told me. “The country 
changed, but cockfighters didn’t.” In 
1974 and again in 1991, Bryant con¬ 
ducted national surveys of cockfight¬ 
ers. “They’re mostly middle-class, 
from small towns or the country, 
more likely to be married, more likely 
to stay married, more likely to go to 
church, to be veterans,” he says. "In 
fact, if you tried to go back and put 
together a typical American of the 


1940s or ’50s, that would be a cock- 
fighter.” 

Demoruelle’s friends were typical 
cockers. Sonny Wabinga, to his left, 
was an Army ranger on his thiru tour 
of duty. He had a moon-shaped face, 
wide, dreaming eyes, and a body as 
compact and lethal as any game¬ 
cock’s. I’d once seen film clips of 
rangers on patrol so sleep-deprived 
they mistook tree branches for tele¬ 
phones and tried to call home. Sur¬ 
viving that sort of thing, and raising 
chickens, had given Sonny an oddly 
upbeat Darwinian outlook. “My 


dome: an octagonal cage, eight feet 
high and more than twenty feet 
across, surrounded on three sides by 
bleachers. The cage was meant to 
protect the audience, not to confine 
the birds, Demoruelle told me. “They 
say we’re cruel, that we’re making 
them fight. But I guarantee, if you 
put those chickens on either end of a 
football field, they’d crow and charge 
and end up fighting at the fifty-yard 
line." He spoke in a flat, faintly Gal¬ 
lic grumble, with flashes of local col¬ 
or but not much music—the voice of 
a man who’d never gotten used to 



wife’s German and I’m Filipino, so 
my boys have the power and the 
speed.” John Hickerson, to Demoru¬ 
elle’s right, was lanky and gray- 
haired, with the loose, loquacious 
manner of a cowboy poet. He is from 
Michigan, but had to come south to 
do his cockfighting. “Where I come 
from," he said, “it’s a felony just to 
own cockfighting equipment .” 

They made a strange threesome, 
standing on that bench together, 
calling out their bets: a St. Bernard, 
a pit bull, and a bloodhound all 
howling at the same moon. As Son¬ 
ny put it, “If you have chickens, 
great, we can talk. Otherwise ...” He 
smiled his strange smile 
and turned to the fight. 

A he cockpit rose from the center 
of the room like a miniature thunder- 


defending himself. But I believed 
him. The two men entering the pit 
just then were cradling their birds 
like jars of nitroglycerin. The cocks’ 
heads jutted from their owners’ arms, 
wild-eyed and quivering, desperate 
for release. From where I sat, they 
looked less like farm animals than 
birds of prey, barely a chromosome 
removed from gyrfalcons. 

If cockfighting is still legal in 
Louisiana, if calling it immoral can 
still get your nose broken, this is why: 
most blood sports are merely cruel: no 
bear or badger is willingly baited, and 
dogs rarely figh*- to the death. But 
chickens are different. Egg factories 
can lose as much as 80 percent of 
their layers to cannibalism, unless 
they cut off the birds’ beaks; and even 
on a free range, roosters are seized by 
blood lust now and then. “We call it 
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cornin’ into their pride,” one chicken 
breeder told me. “After a storm some¬ 
times, you’ll go out into the yard and 
it’ll be littered with dead birds.” 

Still, a good gamecock, like a good 
roaster, is largely a human invention. 
Three thousand years ago, Asian 
cockfighters took the most unfriendly 
birds on the planet—jungle fowl, 
Gallus gallus —and proceeded to 
make them even meaner. Over the 
years, cockfighters crossed them with 
Himalayan Bankivas for speed and 
flying kicks, and with Malay birds for 
stamina and wallop. They taught 
them to punch and feint and roll. 
They marched them through game¬ 
cock calisthenics, trimmed their wat¬ 
tles and combs, and stuffed red pep¬ 
per up their anuses. A few thousand 
generations later, this was the result: 
two birds programmed to kill each 
other, each a glimmering alloy of in¬ 
stinct, training, and breeding. 

Below us in the pit, the two men 
were standing side by side now, 
swaying toward each other like 
dancers bumping hips, holding their 
birds at waist-level and letting them 
peck at each other. “Gamecocks are 
meant to fight,” Demoruelle said, fi¬ 
nally. “Anyway, they were doing it 
when Christ walked the earth, and 
he never said a word about it.” Then 
he held up a roll of $10 bills and 
hollered, “Fifteen on the gray!” 

Two rows down, a hairless old 
man with ears like flugel- 
horns turned and nodded. 

he art of cockfighting, the Ka¬ 
ma Sutra tells us, is one of the sixty- 
four things that every sophisticated 
woman should know. The rules are 
simple: two roosters are matched by 
weight and given identical weapons 
(wild cocks use their bony back spurs 
to fight, but cockfighters cut these 
off and strap knives or gaffs, like 
curved ice picks, onto the stumps). 
Once armed, the birds are placed in 
a ring and launched at each other 
like self-guided missiles, exploding in 
a flurry of beaks and feet. The fight is 
no-holds-barred, but it’s a controlled 
sort of mayhem, full of stops and 
starts and odd points of etiquette. 
When a cock stops fighting, the ref¬ 
eree counts to twenty and then calls 
a twenty-second break. (In Bali, they 


drop a pierced coconut into a pail 
full of water; when the coconut 
sinks, the birds fight.) If a cock goes 
down for three counts of ten and one 
count of twenty, or if he runs away 
or simply dies, the fight is over. 

The whole thing can look a lot 
like a boxing match, but with one es¬ 
sential difference: “gameness” mat¬ 
ters more here than landing punches. 
Your bird may be mortally wounded, 
he may even drop dead while chasing 
the other bird, but if he’s the last one 
to show some fight, he wins. 

Those are the basics, and any 
young adept could learn them in a 
day. But in a cockpit everything bris¬ 
tles with hidden meanings. Before a 
cock steps into the pit, for instance, 
the owner may lick his bird’s 
weapons, or the referee may swab 
them with wet cotton and squeeze 
the water into the bird’s beak. Both 
acts have a certain strange sensuali¬ 
ty, a symbolic aptness, but the reason 
behind them is prosaic: some cock¬ 
fighters have a fondness for poison. 
On the Venezuelan island of Mar¬ 
garita, for example, the locals like to 
coat their knives with sting-ray ven¬ 
om before a fight, or they may spread 
a foul-smelling oin:ment beneath 
the bird s wings: when the opponent 
runs to escape the odor, the referee 
will disqualify him. Some cockfight¬ 
ers have been known to poison the 
other bird s rood, or else reach over 
and snap a small bone in his back 
when no one’s looking. 

To protect their birds, most cock¬ 
fighters keep them hidden until just 
before a fight and sometimes put 
them under guard. Still, nothing can 
thwart the most determined cheater. 

In one famous case, in the Philip¬ 
pines, a local mayor was at a cockpit 
when his bird began to lose. Rather 
than wait for a decision, the man 
pulled out a .45 and blew the other 
bird away. All bets were off, he de¬ 
clared, since the fight never officially 
ended. His armed bodyguards made 
sure everyone agreed. 

At the Red Rooster, the betting 
was more casual—Demoruelle was 
th»* highest roller here, and he was 
sticking to twenties—and cheating 
was a rarity. Once the voices di“d 
down, the handlers set their birds be¬ 
hind lines of white commeal, eight 




feet apart in the dirt, and waited for 
the referee to shout “Pit!” To the left 
was a “gray,” in cockfighter’s terms: a 
tall, lean bird with creamy hackles, 
gray-green legs, and auburn wings. To 
the right was a stockier “red,” with 
crimson hackles, yellow legs, and dark 
wings, his tail iridescent with ruby 
and turquoise. Like warrior monks 
preparing for an ordeal, they’d both 
spent two days fasting, in darkness 
and isolation, preserving their 
strength and stoking their frustra¬ 
tions. Depending on their owners, 
they might be fueled by injections of 
testosterone, vitamin K to clot their 
wounds more quickly, and digitalis to 
speed up their already racing hearts. 
Now the bright lights and shouting 
faces were sending them into over¬ 
drive. “A bird should have a little 
ne vousness to him right before a 
fight,” Demoruelle said, watching 
them squirm, “a tremble, a twitch to 
him, like a boxer.” 

What came next, to my eyes, was 
an almost meaningless blur. But to 
Demoruelle it unspooled in slow mo¬ 
tion, every frame distinct: The refer¬ 
ee’s hoarse shout, unnaturally drawn 
out in the sudden quiet; the handlers 
watching his mouth, pulling back 
their hands as his lips pursed to 
speak; the cocks gathering them¬ 
selves to leap, unfolding their wings 
as their necks strained upward; their 
legs driving toward each other, at 
the top of their arcs, talons spinning 
like teeth on a chain saw. And then 
the tumble, die scramble for footing, 
and another rattling clash. 

“Oh, that was a good hit,” Demoru¬ 
elle said, when the red connected with 
a kick to the head. "The gray’s hurt.” 
Although most hits with a gaff aren’t fa¬ 
tal, a good cock can do plenty of dam¬ 
age with it. “Oh hell, yes,” Hickerson 
said. “If you hold a plastic milk jug up 
to them, they can punch eight holes in 
it before you can pull it away.” 

It was all a matter of opposing 
forces, Demoruelle explained. 
“When i rooster has his wings back, 
he brings his feet forward and his tail 
down like an air brake." He raised his 
hands and made a few quick jabs in 
the air. In his twenties, he went on, 
he was expert at the martial arts— 
“135 pounds and greased-chicken- 
snit fast”—and I could almost see the 


young fighter moving beneath his 
middle-aged bulk. “When you’re 
watching a cockfight,” he said, 
“you’re watching pure karate.” 

Both roosters were striking home 
now, spraying the referee with blo-xl 
and bits of down. They hurled diem- 
selves at each other in weary spasms, 
biting each other’s necks and wind¬ 
milling their feet, until their gaffs 
snagged and the handlers rushed in 
to separate them. Demoruelle had 
hoped the gray would gradually gain 
the upper hand—green-legged birds 
have more “bottom” than yellow¬ 
legged birds, he explained—but that 
didn’t seem to be happening. After 
five minutes of fighting, both birds 
were wounded, though the gray 
looked worse: one eye dim, the other 
destroyed, pale feathers matted with 
blood, beak trembling with every 
breath. Between rounds, his handler 
held him close, swabbed his head 
with a wet sponge, and whispered to 
him urgently. When that didn’t 
work, he put the bird’s whole head 
in his mouth, sucked the blood from 
his throat, and then spat saliva into 
his beak. Little by little, the gray re¬ 
vived, twisting his head to 
glare across the ring. 


A 


rooster’s rage is a simple- 
minded thing. His courage is more 
complicated, and only certain 
weapons truly test it. So some cock- 
fighters say, at least, and their choices 
divide them into camps as ardent and 
contrary as religious sects. In the Pa¬ 
cific islands and most of North Amer¬ 
ica, cockfighters prefer the clean, 
quick kill of a knife fight. (Filipinos, 
who like their knives especially long, 
sometimes forge them from armor¬ 
piercing bullets.) In India and Pak¬ 
istan, they breed huge, powerful Asile 
birds, wrap their feet to form minia¬ 
ture boxing gloves, and fight them for 
days on end. In the Caribbean and 
Louisiana, cockfighters tend to prefer 
gaffs, but even gaff fighters split into 
factions. Puerto Ricans cut off a bird’s 
spur, scrape and varnish it until it’s 
needle sharp, and strap it back on. 
Most Cajuns prefer their gaffs made 
of surgical steel, with a pointy end, 
but others favor a blunt gaff known as 
a peg awl. 

Like a bullfight without a matador 


to finish the job, a gaff fight can go on 
for more than an hour, the cocks gor¬ 
ing each other again and again until 
one surrenders from blood loss, ex¬ 
haustion, or fear. On this night, the 
gray and the red were soon lying side 
by side in the sand, chests heaving. 
But even then the fight was far from 
over. After a moment, the gray stag¬ 
gered to his feet and flailed about 
blindly, delirious with anger and pain. 

“Now that’s heart,” Hickerson 
murmured next to me. I looked over 
at him: shoulders hunched tight, 
eyes squinting slightly, a twinge of 
pleasure to his lips. Like most gaff 
fighters, Hickerson was a throwback, 
a believer in the ancient, primal 
meaning of the fight. Gaff fights are 
long and brutal, he admitted, but the 
anguish was worth it, if only for that 
one moment when two hearts are 
put to the test. “At least with the 
gaffs, you’re really only replacing 
their natural spurs,” he told me later. 
“And a gaff fight doesn’t rely on a 
few good kicks, it relies on this.” He 
pointed to his chest. 

Demoruelle started to chuckle 
when the red dashed away from the 
gray. “Did you see that guy’s butt 
start to pucker 1" he said, jerking his 
head toward the red’s embarrassed 
owner. Gamecocks, for Demoruelle, 
were more than symbols of courage; 
they were stand-ins for their owners 
(“detachable, self-operating penises,” 
in anthropologist Clifford Geertz’s 
great phrase, “ambulant genitals 
with a life of their own”). And when 
they collided, he didn’t just see 
windmilling feet; he saw converging 
plotlines, intersecting histories crys¬ 
tallized in a moment. 

The gray eventually won his 
match, and died in doing so. But the 
crowd barely seemed to notice. Most 
of them weren’t here for the gam¬ 
bling, or the spectacle, or some terri¬ 
ble communion. They were here for 
something more mundane: a sense of 
community—one drawn all the 
tighter by secrecy and persecution. 
“So what do you think?” Hickerson 
turned and asked. I shrugged. “If you 
think it’s hard for you to watch, 
think how it is for me. I’ve raised 
chickens from birth, and they’re 
damn cute when they’re little.” He 
paused for a second, then added, “I’m

a compassionate man. I have a lot of 
crippled roosters running around my 
yard that I should have gotten rid of 
a long time ago. It’s bad business, re¬ 
ally." Then he turned to watch the 
next fight, the same hun- 

D gry look in his eyes. 

riving around Louisiana with 
Demoruelle and talking to him over 
the following months, I began to fill 
in the outlines of his double life. It 
had started, oddly enough, overseas. 
Although he grew up in the mecca 
of American cockfighting, he discov¬ 
ered the sport in 1960, as a nine- 
teen-year-old Navy corpsman sta¬ 
tioned in the Philippines. “There 
was this beautiful girl,” he told me. 
“I wanted to date her, but when I fi¬ 
nally worked my way around to ask¬ 
ing, she said I had to meet her family 
first.” The visit wasn’t quite what he 
had expected. “I walked out into the 
courtyard and there all the men 
were," he remembered, “a beer in 
one hand, a rooster in the other.” 


He forgot about the girl eventual¬ 
ly, but he fell in love with the birds. 
"Gamecocks will fight for their terri¬ 
tory and defend it to the end,” he 
told me. “They have a spirit about 
them that’s very gallant.” American 
men have very little of that spirit left 
in them, he said, but wherever he 
was stationed, he found it among 
cockfighters. He could stand on a 
hill in Borneo and listen to a rooster 
crow on another hill. If it was a 
gamecock—and he could always 
tell—he would knock on its owner’s 
door, knowing he would not be re¬ 
fused. “I used to go out to the jungle 
to see fights between operations in 
Vietnam,” he said. “I never worried 
about being kidnapped by the Viet 
Cong, though I’m sure they were 
there I was a cockfighter like them.” 

It was back in the States, between 
tours, that he had to be careful. Dur¬ 
ing the day he worked at Camp 
Pendleton in California, but 
evenings and weekends he gave to 
gamecocks, training them in secret 
for airline executives and others 
with a taste for the transgressive. 
Real cockpits were hard to hide 
from the authorities, so he would set 
up in local hotels. “We used to go 
up the service elevators real early on 


Sunday morning," he remembered. 
"We’d fight them in a suite with a 
tarp thrown over the floor, a few 
inches of dirt on top. By noon, we’d 
be out.” Some say that cockfighting 
is more orderly where it’s illegal, 
that codes of honor are more bind¬ 
ing when they’re a fighter’s only 
guarantee. But Demoruelle dis¬ 
agreed. ' In illegal states,” he told 
me, "a lot of the people who do it 
are bad apples." Finally, in 1980, he 
went home to Louisiana, where he 
thought he had nothing 
to hide.

Le lives and works back in 
Ville Platte now, not far from where 
he was born, and directs 156 em¬ 
ployees at Evangeline Psychiatric 
Care. On the surface, he could be a 
poster boy for the Louisiana tourist 
board: farm owner, Cajun song com¬ 


poser, consumer of vast racks of 
baby-back ribs—“Laissez les bon 
temps roulez!” Yet his double life 
continues. Demoruelle’s posh subur¬ 
ban house feels barely inhabited, its 
rooms oversized and echoey beneath 
their cathedral ceilings. His wife and 
children sometimes seem to float 
through the house like extras on a 
set. “Cockfighting wives tend to be 
either supporters or tolerators,” he 
says. “Mine’s a tolerator—and not 
much of one at that.” 

Standing in his driveway one 
morning after a cockfight, I felt odd¬ 
ly at home. The trim lawns and quiet 
neighbors, the sense of local culture 
pushed to the far edges of conscious¬ 
ness, could have placed me in any 
suburb in America. But fifteen min¬ 
utes away, among rolling hills blan¬ 
keted with pine, white oak, and 
magnolia trees, lay Demoruelle’s 
game farm. And it was unlike any¬ 
thing I had ever seen. 

When we stopped by, it was still 
early morning. A-frame huts, fash¬ 
ioned from cement or corrugated 
metal, marched across the weed- 
choked yard like miniature missile 
silos, their launching strips 
stretched out in front. Near each 
one a lone rooster kept vigil, often 
from the top of its hut, bound by 
one leg and screaming out chal¬ 
lenges in ragged counterpoint to 
the others. “The crowing?” Demor¬ 


uelle said. “That’s all day. I don’t 
even hear it anymore.” 

Although the farm looked like a 
bivouac in miniature, these birds 
were more pampered than any sol¬ 
dier. The average broiler chicken 
lives for six weeks, wing-to-wing with 
tens of thousands of others. These 
gamecocks, by contrast, typically 
lived for two to three years. And they 
lived like pashas. Every day, from 
5:30 in the morning till sundown, 
three employees tended to their 
every need. They fed, trained, and 
vaccinated the birds; trimmed their 
feathers and searched their droppings 
for worms; put them on trapezes to 
strengthen their legs and slowly 
stroked the twitches out of them. If 
the birds still went a little stir crazy, 
the trainers might even bring around 
some nice, plump pullets to calm 
them down. “The prisons could learn 
something from us about conjugal 
visits,” Demoruelle said. “The cocks 
won’t fight as much if they get to see 
a female occasionally.” 

We walked around to his training 
room, crudely built of fiberglass and 
steel. An adolescent bird, or stag, be¬ 
gins its schooling at around nine 
months, he said, when he grows his 
spurs and starts to show some fight. 
He grabbed a scruffy red bird from 
one of the cages lining the wall. 
“First we’ll put sparring muffs on ’em 
and let ’em hit each other once or 
twice.” he said. “Then, about six 
weeks before their first fight, we’ll 
start tamin’ ’em and workin’ ’em on 
the bench.” He walked over to a 
table the size of an executive’s desk, 
padded with foam and carpet, and 
ran the stag through a series of drills. 
He shoved the stag back and forth 
between his hands, making him side¬ 
step as delicately as a dancer, pressed 
him down to strengthen his legs, 
then rolled him on his back (“that’s 
not a natural position for a rooster") 
and flipped him backward through 
the air in a fluttering pinwheel; the 
bird landed deftly on his feet. “You 
can't train a roo. ‘.er to fight,” De- 
rnoruelle said. “But you’re always 
looking for that little edge.” 

Every culture has its cockfighting 
secrets: In Louisiana old-timers feed 
their birds sulfur and gunpowder. In 
Martinique they rub them with rum 
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and herbs every morning. In Brittany 
they give them a sugar cube soaked 
in cognac before a fight. In Argenti¬ 
na, when a bird is wounded, the gau- 
chos will rub his testicles until he 
ejaculates; if the sperm contains 
blood, the bird is retired. The one 
tradition that seems to cut across 
cultures—the one downside of train¬ 
ing from the cock’s perspective—is 
celibacy. Sex before a fight, cockers 
universally believe, will sap a bird of 
its fighting spirit. In the Philippines, 
the mere touch of a menstruating 
woman is said to spell doom. 

Demoruelle had his share of tricks: 
to increase his birds’ appetite, for in¬ 
stance, he gave them a little strych¬ 
nine. But for the most part he put his 
money on exercise, nutrition, and 
breeding (like most American cock- 
fighters, he could talk genetics like a 
postdoc). If a stag showed promise, 
Demoruelle would start fighting him 
at around eighteen months and keep 
on doing it for another two or three 
years. Then, if the bird was very 
lucky and survived, he would come 
back to the farm to stud. 

Demoruelle had a few chickens in 
his yard that were more than six 
years old. One of them, a dark red 
bird with green legs known as 
Crooked Toe, was nine years old and 
had won seven fights. “I’d love to 
have 500 like him,” Demoruelle said. 
“If I did, I’d have a Cadillac in every 
garage.” As it was, he just about 
broke even, selling birds to Hawaiian 
businessmen at prices ranging from 
$75 to $500, though champion birds 
have been known to fetch $25,000. 
“If I quic everything else I could 
make a li/ing at it—an old man’s liv¬ 
ing,” he said, “but I wouldn’t get fat.” 

John Hickerson, walking next to 
me *s we entered the feed shed, 
glam ed around with unvarnished en¬ 
vy. “You have to understand that for 
90 percent of cockfighters it’s a losing 
proposition,” he said. He scooped up 
a handful of greenish feed—a mix¬ 
ture of Canadian peas, com, milo, 
oats, red wheat, and soybeans—from 
a drum the size of an oil barrel. “Look 
at this: nutrients. Not cheap.” (Last 
year alone, Demoruelle’s 300 game¬ 
cocks and chicks went through some 
7,000 pounds of feed.) Hickerson 
went over to another drum, this one 


filled with a pink powder. “Oyster 
shell and granite for their beaks and 
gizzards. Not cheap.” Then he swept 
his arm in a circle, pointing to the 
farm, the training rooms, the cages, 
and the surgery rooms. “Look around 
here and see the amount of work that 
goes into this each and every day, 
and you’ll realize that the cockfight’s 
only the culmination,” he said. “It’s 
only the last of things.” 

Hickerson had left behind his fam¬ 
ily, his job, and his roots in Michigan 
just to live in a house next to Demor¬ 
uelle’s farm and raise birds. More 
than for any of the others, cockfight¬ 
ing was a way of ’ire for him—one he 
had been denied up North. In the 
battle over legal cockfighting in 
Louisiana, he was in this for the long 
haul. “We are the keepers of the 
chickens’ genetic pool," he declared, 
as we climbed in the van and headed 
for another cockpit. “We can’t afford 
to lose this stock.” Wabinga nodded 
quietly in the front seat. “We are the 
keepers of the flame.” 

Outside our windows, beneath a 
lowering sky, the swamp forest was 
luminous green, its trunks and 
branches still black from recent rain. 
Hickerson popped in a tape by 
Woody Guthrie and told me about 
the Calumet copper strike of 1913. 
When the next song came on, he 
stopped in mid-sentence and began 
to sing along, half-smiling at the 
melodrama of it: I ain’t got no home, 
I’m just rambling 'round. Just a 
wand'rin' worker, l go from town to 
town. The police make it hard wherever 
I may go. And I ain’t got no 
home in this world anymore. 

f ever there was a home for cock- 
fighters, the cockpit we were visiting 
was it. Known as Sunrise, it was tucked 
along the border between Louisiana 
and Mississippi, and drew cockfight¬ 
ers from the entire region. Other pits 
were larger: Texoma, on the southern 
Oklahoma border, had given away 
$150,000 at a single fight the previ¬ 
ous year, along with a new truck for the 
“Cock of the Year”; Sunset, in western 
Louisiana, had air-conditioning, plush 
seats, and a history of hosting the most 
famous cockfighters in the country. 
But as a symbol of big-time cockfight¬ 
ing—of what the sport might look like 


if it were widely accepted—Sunrise 
would do. 

“From the sandlots of Florida to 
the bayous of Louisiana to the cot¬ 
ton rows of Mississippi and Georgia," 
Hickerson was saying as we passed 
some trailers in the parking lot, 
“these are some well-traveled chick¬ 
ens." Those at the Red Rooster, De¬ 
moruelle added, were a kind of avian 
underclass, poorly conditioned and 
sloppy in their attacks. These birds 
were in a different league. Each own¬ 
er had paid $300 for the right to en¬ 
ter six of them in the derby. Because 
150 owners were signed up in all, 
that came to 900 chickens fighting 
for one $45,000 pot. Demoruelle 
pointed to a middle-aged man in 
jeans and a sport shirt. “That guy 
over there? He’s the largest fish 
wholesaler in Mississippi.” 

But all I could think about were 
those 900 chickens. A cockfight, as I 
understood it, was a single combat 
between lone fighters. But this 
sounded more like a mass slaughter, 
a battle royal. True, not all 900 birds 
would fight: a cockfighter would stay 
in the contest only as long as his 
birds were undefeated, or were slated 
to fight an undefeated fighter’s birds. 
(In Martinique, the list of matched 
roosters is called a “tableau de mar¬ 
riage.”) Still, a good half of the birds 
would enter the pit' might, and half 
of them might die. 

Sunrise, at first glance, hardly 
seemed the place for such epic car¬ 
nage. Slapped together of corrugated 
steel, painted sky blue, and thrust in¬ 
to a patch of scrub oak, it had an al¬ 
most deliberate impermanence about 
it, as if it could be disassembled with 
a moment’s warning and spirited in¬ 
to the woods. As we shouldered our 
way through the front door, one of 
the men we passed shook his head 
and said, “It’s a madhouse in there. 
You can’t even get a seat.” But we 
pushed ahead anyway, past conces¬ 
sion stands, surgery rooms, and 
bloody drag pits where the endgames 
of the longest fights were played out, 
past walls of raw particle board, and 
through leaning, unsquare spaces. 
Although we never descended any 
stairs, we seemed to be tunneling un¬ 
derground, the heat pipes like earth¬ 
worms glistening in the walls. When 
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a long corridor opened at last onto 
the cockpit, it felt like an animal’s 
burrow, spacious yet claustrophobic. 

The bleachers rose in a steep¬ 
sided bowl around us, two stories 
high and bristling with spectators. 
This was no neighborhood social 
club, like the Red Rooster. These 
people had paid $16 a seat and trav¬ 
eled hundreds of miles to be here, 
and they focused on the pit below 
with clenched jaws and avid eyes. 
There was a sense of volatility in the 
air, of minds at the edge of ignition, 
and I kept imagining the chaos if a 
grease fire erupted in a concession 
stand and we had to claw our way 
back through those tunnels. 

The pit itself, by contrast, was a 
model of neatness and grim good or¬ 
der. Most of the birds wore one-inch 
Spanish knives or three-inch Filipino 
knives on their heels, and their bouts 
were often over within seconds. A Fil¬ 
ipino knife, driven by a powerful 
gamecock, can split a bird’s head in a 
single stroke, and Spanish knives are 
nearly as deadly. (“I know a thoracic 
surgeon who handles his own chickens 
in the ring,” Hickerson had said on 
the ride over. “Now how can you be 
that smart and that dumb at the same 
time?”) The referee would cry “Han¬ 
dle!”, the birds would flurry in the air 
a few times, and then one or both of 
them would lie dead. No bludgeon¬ 
ing brawl, no show of courage or fear, 
surprisingly little blood. 

Should cockfighting ever make it 
on ABC’s Wide World of Sports, I 
thought, this is how it would be: a lit¬ 
tle trash-talking between the handlers, 
a little fancy footwork by the birds, 
and then the knockout blow. Watch¬ 
ing a gaff fight required a nearly reli¬ 
gious devotion, a hard slog toward an 
uneasy enlightenment. But a knife fight 
offered instant gratification. It was all 
highlight film and no story. Throw in 
a few bets, to give yourself a stake in 
the outcome, and you had the ulti¬ 
mate in guilty pleasures. 

Now I could see why Demo' idle 
had thought cockfighting might se¬ 
duce me. If he preferred knives to 
gaffe, it was partly because the fights 
w _re shorter and they gave him more 
chances to gamble. But part of him, 
too, had come here to see something 
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told me later, “and the more we con¬ 
strict his natural tendency to hunt 
and to kill, the crazier the world 
seems to become.” After ten or fif¬ 
teen bouts, though, Hickerson began 
to fidget. “Knives are going to kill 
this sport,” he muttered. These cocks 
weren’t bred for courage, they were 
bred for speed and power. Knife 
fights were mostly about luck and 
getting in the first punch, Hickerson 
said. Knife fights were a crapshoot. 

Bur then a crapshoot was exactly 
what this crowd wanted. Whenever a 
gaff fight began, their attention went 
slack and they drifted into small talk. 
But as soon as two knife fighters 
came out, the crowd seemed to catch 
its breath. Soon the bets began to 
ring out, shyly at first, then with 
more urgency as some failed to find 
takers: "Ten on the red!” “I’ll take 
twenty on the white shirt’s bird!” A 
few rows over, a man handed a few 
bills to his skinny boy and whispered 
some instructions in his ear. The boy 
jumped on his seat, screwed up his 
face, °nd screamed an octave above 
the rest of the crowd: “Twenty on 
the red! Twenty on the red!” 

This was where things get inter¬ 
esting at many Asian cockpits. 
Small-time fights are merely about 
money, but bigger ones are about 
status and kinship—you always bet 
on your kin group’s cock, and you do 
so for prestige, not winnings. But 
these bets, unlike those at the Red 
Rooster, are as impeisonal as coins 
tossed into a slot machine—six 
roosters in a row and you hit a jack¬ 
pot. Hickerson, for his part, hardly 
bothered to assess the birds. When 
knife fighters came into the pit, he 
almost always stood up and yelled 
“25-20! 25-20!” meaning, “You 
choose the bird, but 1 get $25 if mine 
wins, and you get $20 if yours wins.” 
As long as a cockfight is just a game 
of chance, he said, you might as well 
play the odds. 

The fights would go on like this 
till dawn; there were a lot of chick¬ 
ens to get through. At one point, I 
stepped into the bathroom and 
found a referee scrubbing the blood 
from his face while a line formed be¬ 
hind him. He kept squinting into 
the minor, face sopping wet, and 
then bending down to scrub some 


more. Finally, he glanced at my re¬ 
flection in ihe mirror and laughed. 

“Stuff still isn’t cornin’ off!” 

"Must get pretty thick by the end 
of the n.'ght.” 

“Heck yeah. I’ll be coveted in it 
head to foot. These white . tripes 
won’t be white no more.” 

The owners were honor-bound to 
stay till the end, but we were only 
spectators, and so we slipped out be¬ 
fore midnight. By then, there were 
dead cocks lying in the hallways and 
heaped in trash barrels, their bodies 
twisted and brittle, their once-bril- 
liant feathers dimmed by dried blood. 
“We used to eat the losers after a 
fight,” Demoruelle said in passing, 
“but the dewormer some people use 
now makes the meat carcinogenic.” 

Surreal as it was, the scene made a 
certain sense. At pits like Sunrise, 
cockfighting was big business—less 
folk tradition than mass-market en¬ 
tertainment—and the audiences 
were hardly different from those at 
riverboat casinos in Baton Rouge. 
The cocks we had seen, impeccably 
trained though they were, had lost 
much of their glamour to commerce 
Elsewhere, they might be symbols 
sin or sexuality, courage or betray..., 
stand-ins for their owners, or for the 
devil himself. But at Sunrise, a 
gamecock was just another 

I form of disposable culture. 

n Bali, Clifford Geertz once 
wrote, a cockfight is a story that 
people tell themselves about them¬ 
selves. bor more than a century, the 
same was true in this country. Long 
before the Revolution, George 
Washington loved a cockfight for 
the spirit of anarchy it embodied, 
and he once invited Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son to Mount Vernon to see his “yel¬ 
low pile" gamecocks. By the 1830s, 
Andrew Jackson was fighting cocks 
on the White House carpet and 
cockfighting was a national pas¬ 
time—an embodiment of the coun¬ 
try’s new arrogance. Three decades 
after that, Abraham Lincoln, a for¬ 
mer cockfighting referee, saw some¬ 
thing darker and more ambivalent in 
it: “As long as the Almighty permits 
intelligent man created in His ima^e 
and likeness to fight in public and 
kill each other while the work’ looks 


on approvingly,” he is reported to 
have said, “it is not for me to deprive 
the chicken of the same privilege.” 

But nowadays blood sports are a 
story we would rather forget. Lr.st 
fall, volunteers with anti-cockfight- 
ing groups in Missouri and Arizona 
managed to gather 136,000 and 
189,000 signatures, respectively, forc¬ 
ing state referendums on the sport. In 
early polls, 88 percent of Missourians 
said they were against cockfighting, 
and 87 percent of Aruonians, but in 
the privacy of the voting booth many 
must have had second thoughts: only 
63 percent voted against the sport in 
Missouri, and 68 percent in Arizona. 
Still, today, hosting a cockfight is il¬ 
legal in both those states, and Okla¬ 
homans are said to be planning a ref¬ 
erendum of their own. 

Only in Louisiana, where they 
once seemed most vulnerable, do 
cockfighters feel a measure of security. 
Twenty years ago, when Louisiana 
passed a new set of animal-rights 
laws, cockfighters had to dabble in 
taxonomy to avoid them: chickens 
are not animals, they declared in an 
amendment pushed through at the 
eleventh hour; they are birds. But a 
1997 anti-cockfighting biU that De- 
moruelle had leared would pass never 
even made it past committee. And 
last year, when an anti-cockfighting 
amendment reached the floor of the 
State Senate, it was defeated by a 
vote of 22 to 5. 

Nevertheless, most observers say 
that legal cockfighting will be gone 
within the next ten years. Even in 
Louisiana, a single election end a 
new crop of legislators could cons gn 
cockfighting to the chopping block. 
“I think the forces of modernity and 
New South boosterism are just going 
to do it in,” says Frederick Hawley, a 
criminologist at Western Carolina 
University who wrote his Ph.D. the¬ 
sis on cockfighting. “And if I’m 
wrong now, it won’t be 
long before I’m right.”

_nimal activists will tell you 
this fight is all about morality. Cock- 
fighters will tell you it’s about indi¬ 
vidual liberty. Most legislators, if you 
catch them in an honest moment, 
will tell you it’s about economics— 
about the South reinventing itself to 
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attract investors. But mostly it’s a 
matter of appearances. Demograph¬ 
ics, more than animal advocacy, 
have doomed legal cockfi"hting— the 
more urban an area was, the quicker 
it banned the sport. And although 
country values have given way to city 
values, cockpits to KFCs, the sum to¬ 
tal of bloodshed has hardly been di¬ 
minished, only swept out of sight. 

Not long after I left Louisiana, I 
went to visit a chicken factory an 
hour south of Little Rock, Arkansas. 
One of fory-one “vertically integrat¬ 
ed” operations owned by 1 yson 
Foods, this one slaughtered 1.3 
million birds a week and spat 
out an endless stream of chick 
en parts and precooked wings. 

A mill, a hatchery, and dozens 
of henhouses lay around it like 
spokes on a wheel, and most of 
the work was automated (when 
a chicken laid an egg, a tiny 
conveyor belt beneath the 
roost trundled the egg off for 
incubation). Thanks to such 
efficiencies, American factories 
.'laughter some 7 billion chickens a 
year, and chicken meat, once more 
expensive than filet mignon, has be¬ 
come blandly ubiquitous—poor 
man s fare. Breeders, meanwhile, 
keep picking up the pace: ^ century 
ago, a broiler needed sixteen weeks 
to reach tv,o pounds; today chicks 
reach four pounds in six weeks. 

My guide at the factory, a man 
named Archie Schaffer III, was a rare 
believer in full disclosure (the public- 
relations people at Perdue wouldn’t 
let rue near their factories). “Nobody 
has any idea in America where their 
food comes from,” he told me, “and 
the reason is people like me.” Schaf¬ 
fer was more than happy to show me 
the hatchery where 85,000 chicks 
fumble down chutes every hour like 
cotton balls at a cotton-ball factory; 
the vast hangers where the chicks 
grow into broilers; the trucks that 
haul the broilers to the factory 7,000 
at a time. And yet, when ! asked to 
see the killing floor, he nearly refused. 

I could see why. If a broiler’s life 
sometimes looked like a trip to the 
amusement park—shuttling down 
roller coasters, standing in crowds, 
watching f.izmos pop and whir—this 
was the nightmarish finale, the tun¬ 


nel of fear. After their wild ride in 
the truck, the birds were dumped on¬ 
to a broad belt that rolled nto the 
d irk mouth of the factory. Inside, 
i.'ost of the room was bathed in black 
light—it calms the birds down, I was 
told—and the stench was over¬ 
whelming. Assaulted by screaming 
machinery and Top 40 radio, the 
birds were jerked from the belt by a 
row of eight workers, wearing black 
goggles and industrial tunics, and 
hung by their feet from a running 
chain overhead. The chain whipped 



them mto the next room, where they 
were squeezed through mechanical 
bottlenecks; stunned by bolts of elec¬ 
tricity, a id then beheaded by a rotary 
saw. If a bird happened to lift its head 
to avoid the saw, a worker reached 
over and slit its throat. “The live 
hang job is about the nastiest job in 
the business,” Schaffer admitted. 
“But a lot of people seem to like it.” 

These are things we don’t want to 
know, that we zone away beyond 
c :*7 limits, and most meat producers 
are happy to oblige us. Every year we 
eat more chicken meat and see le;s 
and less of the living birds, and this 
strikes us as right and normal. Ani¬ 
mal-rights activists, of course, con¬ 
demn poultry factories as well as 
cockfighting, but most of us aren’t 
that consistent. We’re appalled at 
blood sports, yet when activists pick¬ 
et slaughterhouses or send lurid pho¬ 
tos to the media, we resent them, 
deem them unrealistic. Like cock- 
fighters, they threaten a cherished il¬ 
lusion: that society, in growing up, 
has lost its taste for

blood. 


hen I was nine years old, and 
the only blood sports 1 knew were 


those my brother had invented, my 
family rented a house with some 
chickens in the tack yard. It was a 
crumbling old adobe in a quiet part 
of Pasadena, where my father would 
do research in the summer, and the 
chickens seemed to have been there 
forever. After a while, I got used to 
their sudden flights of rage when I 
fed them, their strange, hysterical 
secrets. But I never got used to the 
dawn. In suburbia, more than most 
places, a cock’s crow can sound like 
the end of the world. 

One afternoon, when my 
mother answered a knock on 
the door, she found a police¬ 
man standing awkwardly on 
our stoop. “It’s about your 
rooster, ma’am,” he said. My 
mom stared at him blankly for 
a moment. Then, with a 
twitch of a smile, she asked: 
“What’s he done?” 

Ou: bird was arrested for 
disturbing the peace. After 
the humane society dragged 
him away—kicking and 
screaming as only a chicken can— 
we never saw him again. Looking 
back, «'e always laughed at my 
mom’s reply and at the rooster in 
the paddy wagon. But the funniest 
part, we thought, was the fact that 
we had a suburban chicken coop in 
the first place. Now I think that the 
joke was on us. We thought of our 
neighborhood as an ideal of sorts, 
clean and safe and free of life’s old 
brutality. But we lived In a glass 
bubble, one so fragile a rooster’s call 
could shatter it. 

These days, the stories we tell 
ourselves about ourselves grow ever 
more polished and predictable. We 
play out our primal urges on the In¬ 
ternet, in cineplexes, or in therapy, 
rather than in the town square at 
midday. Yet cockfighters still stir in 
the dark, incubated by secrecy and 
the heat of resentment, far from the 
glare of popular culture. Judging 
from the pits I visited, the twilight 
suits them best. “You can’t stop us,” 
Demoruelle says. “We have more 
gamecocks being fought this year 
than we’ve had in the history of this 
country.” If they jangle a fr.w nerves, 
so be it: disturbing the peace is a 
rooster’s business. ■

Any li gp . ler Special articles and photos we receive directly will be promptly'forwarded to 
you for initial editing ano proper placement within the context of the proposed Special. All articles must be typed, 
possible, sent on a disk. We must have all material at least three months prior to the month publication. 


You understand that you must purchase the front cover, which is non-refundable and payable six months prior to 
publication. You further understand that you must generate a minimum of $2000 (the front cover cost is not 
included in this minimum) in total ad revenues from Tippler Club members and associates to complete this 
agreement and have your Special finally produced. The $2000 includes 24 pages of typed material. Advertising is 
not included. Every 4 added pages is $350. Classified ads do not count as advertising in Specials, only display 
ads. All ad revenues must be paid in full within 90 days of the closing date for putting your Special into final 
production. 


Other Exhibitors or entities will not be allowed to intrude on your reserved space and your Special will be reserved 
intact. All advertising, articles, and photos from the other clubs, companies and individuals not relating to the 
Special will be placed after all matters relating to the Special have been run in sequence beginning with the front 
cover and running through the end of the Special. 

Our current rate sheet is attached hereto as an exhibit and is subject to change by the Debut. We have the right to 
change rates up to six months before the closing date. If the rates do change, we will send a new rate sheet. The 
rate sheet includes front cover, back cover, inside front cover, back inside cover and other ad rates as well. Photos 
are subject to a charge of $10 for each additional photo in ads. For a full page ad you are allowed 3 photos without 
a charge, you may have up to 6, but will be charged $10 for each additional photo after the 3 allowed. You are 
allowed 2 photos for a half page ad, but no more than 4, one photo is allowed on a quarter page ad, no more than

Articles by BRIAN WHITE-veteran TIPPLER FLyER of 
QLEADLESS-SHEFFIELV ENGLAND. 

Dated OCTOBER 1998 


I am asked why-I suddenly changed 
from Jack Heatous issue of Tipplers to 
those of Gordan Hughes. All was well- 
with the Jack Heatons issue, until, 
quite suddenly- the squabs in the nests 
became very ill and died. At the same 
time, the parents became very ill too. 

When these parents were removed 
from the breeding project- they recov¬ 
ered completely- but sickened again, 
along with the subsequent squabs 
when I tried to breed again. 

This was a very frustrating state of 
affairs. It is no use guessing, at this 
time, as to what the disease was. 

Those days are long gone and as I 
said I got rid of the Jack Heatous birds 
and started with original Tipplers-from 
Gordan Hughes of Derby- ENG¬ 
LAND 

From that time all was well and my 
best times have been with the Gordan 
Hughes. People are surprised how 
much white is super imposed upon the 
standard Blue Bar issue of my own 
evolutionary but pure version of Gor¬ 
dan strain. A lot of my birds have 
white feathers. People have declared 
how pretty such blue and white 
Tipplers are and of course the entire 
Gordan Hughes issue, and what’s 
really special is that they fly and fly- 
in the best possible style. 

Gordan Hughes- is in fact another 
great, who left the fancy in anger, dis¬ 
gust and frustration. 

Jack Heaton-Well, he was a hard 
man, he had to be, because he was a 
slaughter man by trade. He died in 
1974. When he kept Tipplers at Myrtle 
Springs- Sheffield-a remote allotment, 
he had to use a ladder to work his 
birds at night, the high loft top and the 
trap. This old ladder, became rotten 
and collapsed. Jack, fell and was in¬ 
jured rather bad- bu, somehow got 
himself to hospital. His family were 
upset, because Jack had vanished and 
no one knew where he was. 

Jack was a good Tippler man- but 


he would not tell you anything. What I 
know -I had to discover for myself 
and I hang on to the shirt tails-of no 
man. 

Ok -so I got the Gordan Hughes but I 
had to work on them myself. Nothing 
ever drops into a mans lap, that needs 
no effort. 

I reckon that you could call me a 
veteran Tippler man, because I was 
seriously involved with Tipplers for 
more than 40 years. I was bom in 
Sheffield in 1934. After leaving school 
I worked in the steel industry. 
However, I left that job and was 
conscripted into the British Army 
where I worked as a kind of specialist, 
restoring or building ceiling and stuff 
like that In all my years. I’ve known 
the upsets, the heartbreaks and despair 
of Tippler flying. My absolute testimo¬ 
nial year was 1995. With a kit of 3 
Tipplers; 2 heus-ring # 1730/94-N.T.U 
# 1777/94-N.T.U 
1 cock-ring # 2172/92-N.T.U 
I did something that no one else in the 
world has done. I flew this kit on four 
consecutive contests in the 1995 se¬ 
ries. 

Times of; 17hrs 46mins (2nd April) 
18hrs 50mins (23rd April) 
20hrs 02mins (21st May) 
20hrs 08mins (18th June) 

I am the only man in Sheffield to do 
20 hours. I declare that this kit is the 
best that has ever been known in the 
world. Apart from that, those two 
pretty blue bar and white hens had a 
total of 128 hours of contests flying. 
The cock- a blue bar with no white 
feathers at all- had a total of 168 
hours of contest flying. I have won 57 
prizes of N.T.U issue, a record of 
which I am justifiably proud. The year 
after my above mentioned testimonial 
year, I was discovered to have a form 
of glandular cancer. The shock and 
trauma hit me like a bomb. I gave up 
the Tipplers and just about everything 


else in complete 

despair. Martyn Lewis got all of my 
Tipplers. Then, my family gathered 
around me and I fought back, and soon 
I was recovering and fetched my Tip¬ 
plers back from Martyn Lewis. Very 
few people apart from Martyn and my¬ 
self kept the Gordan Hughes as a pure 
strain. Tom Dilks is another fancier 
who has the true Gordan Hughes. I 
have much to thank Martyn Lewis for. 
Let me tell you about him. He has a 
serious spinal problem and on many 
days he is in severe pain. He even has 
to use walking sticks in order to get 
around sometimes. In spite of this you 
can go over to his loft at any time and 
find it cleaned out and extremely re¬ 
spectable. An example to all of those 
people who don’t bother to clean out 
their lofts. I’ll let Martyn tell you 
about his life with Tipplers. The storm 
clouds for tiie two of us came in 1997. 
On principle we decided to leave the 
fancy because we could not tolerate 
the attitudes and pojicies of the N.T.U 
committee. I still have two pairs of the 
strain of my own version of Gordan 



Hughes, but I am involved with Roll¬ 
ers. Too early to tell whether or not I 
am going to make the grade, but at 
least I’ll try. 

BRIAN WHITE with a few of 
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Articles submitted by Jack Prescott

From the age of 4 years old I 
was enchanted by pigeons. I 
was bom in Sheffield, 
England 1961.1 became 
seriously involved with racing 
pigeons when I was only 9 
years old due to the backing 
of my grandfather and my 
father. My grandfather had 
been a 

member of the N.T.U of Great 
Britain and when he died, I 
inherited 3 pairs of Tipplers 
from him. I became seriously 
interested in Tipplers at the 
age of 19. At that time I got to 
know the great George 
Marlow of Stannington, 
Sheffield, who was a nephew 
of the equally famous Judd 
Holland, who was a legend in 
his own time. George Marlow 
set me up with 3 stock pairs 
and 4 young birds in 1984.1 
joined the N.T.U in 1986 and 
at the local club I met Brian 
White. We very soon became 
friends. We live close to each 
other in the Gleadless district 
on the outskirts of Sheffield. 

1 found out that Brian was 
a dedicated believer of the 
Gordan Hughes type of 
Tippler. For him, nothing else 
would do. For style, 
temperament and sheer grit, 
these remarkable Gordan 
Hughes’ have no equal. Brian 
White and I allow that they 
are not an easy strain. They 
are extremely difficult to 
settle from an early age. 
Nevertheless, if a man can 


persevere and settle a few of 
these youngsters they fly and 
in a style that is the envy and 
the ideal of a man who 
worships at the shrine of the 
high flying and the marathon 
times involved. This is why 
Brian White was hooked on 
the “Gordan Hughes” to the 
exclusion of anything else. 
This is why I also became 
hooked upon that strain. 

Brian fixed me up with 3 
hens that had flown 19 
hours 15 minutes and 3 
cocks out of his stock issue. 
All of these being the very 
best of Brian’s version 
Gordan Hughes strain. I do 
not believe that any man has 
continued with the work and 
ideals of Gordan Hughes and 
with the dedication of Brian 
White. The subsequent 
young ones from these 3 
pairs yielded a time of 18 
hours 25 minutes as young 
birds. As old birds these 
same birds did 19 hours 15 
minutes for me in contest 
By 1995, Brian and myself 
were two forces to be 
reckoned with and in fact 
Brian has the record of being 
the only man in Sheffield to 
attain 20 hours. I am here to 
tell you that there was not a 
man of more dedication than 
Brian 

N.T.U issue. He was the most 
consistent flyer. 1 tell you 
sincerely that the Tipplers that 
he exported to the USA and 


are now in the hands of David 
Fuller of the FTS, are indeed 
out of the top drawer of 
Brian’s version of the 
Gordan Hughes strain. With 
adequate “know how” the 
off spring of these pigeons 
are capable of outstanding 
times and style. Apart from 
that they will be 
exceedingly attractive 
pigeons that radiate the best 
of British Tipplering. In the 
hands of idiots, of course, 
how deeply they could 
degenerate even in one 
generation. 

However, storm clouds 
came and a sea of trouble. I 
decided to quit the fancy 
because I could neither 
understand nor tolerate the 
policies propagated by the 
N.T.U committee in 1997.1 
went into Rollers, frankly, I 
don’t like them and have 
abandoned them. I still 
retain 2 pairs of Brian’s 
issue of Gordan Hughes 
strain. Beautiful pigeons 
with all of the dynamite 
stored and ready for the 
fuse to be lit.

• Standard-Bred ORPINGTONS Black, Buff and White, published by the Reliable 
Poultry Journal and the American Poultry Publishing Company in 1910 (J. H. 
Drevenstedt, editor; 78 pages, fully illustrated). 


• The Orpington and its Varieties by E. Campbell (Fourth edition; originally published 
in September 1922, reprinted in 1995; 42 pages) 

• The orpington section front Harrison Weir's The Poultry World (pp. 761 -779) 

Getting that information irrer the hands of as many poultry enthusiasts as possible is 
surely one of the best weys to get more people interested in raising and showing 
orpingtons. 

Speaking of showing, I have about 20 standard Black Orpingtons that were hatched late 
last summer. I thought I vas through hatching young birds for the year. Then an excellent 
three-year old Black 1 (probably my best female) looked like she was going to start 
laying. To that point i he year, she hadn't laid—it took her forever to molt, and I thought 
that she would prob: / not lay at all last year. 

I immediately put in a breeding pen with her best grandson. I hatched about 20 young 
birds, all of whic ippear to be among the best standard Black Orpingtons I have ever 
had. Fifteen of t jse young birds are cockerels, and four or five of them are (I think) 
outstanding. I show four standard Black Orpington cockerels in three shows this 
spring. I’m an js to see what other Orpington breeders and poultry judges think of these 
birds.

The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. by President Malone. 
Members present included: Pat Malone, President; Danny Padgett, Vice 
President; Directors: District 1 - Jeremiah Yeaw; District 2 -Dick Hristman; 
District 3 - Bill Mayer; District 4 - Tommy Stanley; District 5-Duane Urch; District 
6 - Fred Zillich; District 7- Sam Brush; District 8-John Monaco; District 9 - A1 
Watts; District 10 - Troy Laroche; District 11-Rico Sebastianelli; District 12 - 
Peter Merlin; Director at Large-Vi Halbach; and Loma Rhodes, Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Vi Halbach led the opening prayer. District 3 Director, Bill Mayer 
welcomed the Board to District #3 and the state of Ohio on behalf of the Ohio 
Poultry Breeders Association.. 

It was motioned by Allen Watts and seconded by Duane Urch Halbach 
that the minutes of the Semi-Annual meeting be accepted as printed in the 
Spring News and Views . The motion carried unanimously. 

ABA/APA Youth Program. Coordinator Lamar Stephenson gave an account of 
the program. He asked for support from the Association and its members. 
Presently about 1600 young people in the program. Membership ranges from 
states with no members to states with 300. The new Directors have received 
informational packets explaining the program. 

Judges Licensing Committee. Chairman Charles Oltersdorf reported. Since the 
last report at Fresno, California the committee has administered 10 exams. 
Three A.B.A. Judges have passed and they are: Larry Hovis of North Carolina- 
Large Fowl and Bantam; Troy Laroche of Ontario-General; and Jim Koneckey 
of Illinois-Waterfowl. Larry Urban of Washington has passed the Turkey exam 
and Will Burton of North Carolina has passed Waterfowl and is now General 
Licensed. The following apprentices have passed their exams and are now 
A.P.A. licensed: James Carson of New Brunswick has passed the General 
Exam; Ron McKown of Idaho, Rick Hare of New York, Jim Fegan of 
Michigan, and Robert Powell of Pennsylvania have all passed the Large Fowl 
and Bantam Exams. 

We have four apprentices that are exam ready. Douglas Cauthome and 
Frank Harris of Virginia are scheduled to take their exam at Richmond, Virgin: i 
and Kirk Keene of Illinois is scheduled to take his at Connersville, Indiana. Tim 
Bowles of Ohio is the fourth. 

We have one new apprentice Joan Westcott of Colorado. 

That makes 12 apprentices and 3 of them are scheduled to take their 
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Property and Preservation Committee. The Committee submitted the 
following report. The Board of Directors for the National Poultry Museum met 
at Bonner Springs, KS at the National Agriculture Center on October 16, 1998. 
Those in attendance were Tim Nimg, Fred and Mary Cervinka, Fred Zillich, 
George Easton, Dick and Nancy Geerling, Loyl and Loy Stromberg. 

The needs of the National Poultry Museum were discussed. Duane 
Urch had received a building proposal from Morton Buildings, Inc. The 
proposal was for an 81’xl2’x200’ fill! basement. The bare proposal cost is 
$1,017,286.00. The reason Duane brought this proposal to the board was to help 
us get started with some type of building and costs involved. Tim Nimg told us 
that the building that displays faim machinery is approximately the size of this 
proposal. 

This is a starting point for further Board consideration. However, for 
the time being we have a financial goal Tim suggested that we should set our 
goals high, add 10% to cover unforeseen problems plus to finish the interior of 
the Museum. With these considerations in mind, we set a financial goal of $2.2 
million. 

Our next order of business was to set a timetable for this project. Tim 
felt that it would take about two years for the fund raising stage of the project. If 
this is successful, we could expect to begin construction in 2001. 

We also discussed the pledge from the APA. We are grateful for that 
pledge and we felt that it would be useful to us when we send our letter out to 
potential corporate sponsors. The pledge would show the grass roots support 
that we have for our project.

Dear Jerry: Enclosed is a Money Order and please apply it to dues and bards. 

We had half a dozen pairs of birds for '99 but a bad storm blew the Loft 
door open and I lost all but 5 of my birds. So it appears flying this year 
may be cut. I am hoping to build up a few more pairs for this year. A pretty 
funny first year - flew 8i hours first effort for July fly. Combined into 
a 17 bird stock kit and lost them all but one; not surprisingly the youngest. 
What '99 has to offer is anyones guess. 

I read about Hawk problems and must say most can be avoided. Here are a 
few thoughts: 

1. Don't release at the same time every day if you have a regular 
customer. They are habitual and opportunistic. 

2. They are always hungry at dawn and dusk. 

3. During heavy migration season, hold the birds in or fly more 
sporadic at least. 

4. After foul weather for a few days, or severe cold, the predators 
are extremely hungry - give them a chance to at least feed before 
you put a kit up. 

5. You may find a specific time of year it may be best not to fly. 

6. You could fly a dummy kit of Tumblers, etc.. 

7. It is not hard to trap and relocate Hawks. 

8. Killing Hawks doesn't solve a problem. It is up to the intelligent 
fancier to deal with it in a constructive fashion. 

9. If you have nesting Coopers Hawks, you can find their nests before 
leaves are out. Knock down nest before egg laying time and intrude 
on their area and they will abandon the area before they raise 5 
hungry little babies. 

While birds of prey have as much right to life as anything, you can 
reduce problems and deter the residents. 

I live where predators abound: all Falcons, Coopers and Goshawks 
seasonally. Flying 3 to 5 kits of Rollers a year we would only lose 8 to 
15 birds to predators. I have had tragedies from Racoons, weasels and mink. 

I definitely had to do customizing to my Loft. There are usually solutions 
to problems; shooting, complaining to authorities and doing nothing solves 
nothing. s/Dale Guthormsen

Dear Jerry, 

I hope, you and your family are healthy and having a great holiday season. 

Enclosed please find a check covering my annual dues, 50 bands, two 1999-flight reports 
and a little extra to help with club expenses. 

Even though I ordered flight reports, I was unable to participate in any flights last year. 
Over all, the year was very unsuccessful for me. Per your suggestion, I bought a couple 
of pairs of Lovatts from Joe Russo. 1 had problem with one pair. They produce very few 
fertile eggs. I managed to get three fertile eggs from that pair until the female died 
suddenly with no apparent reason! Then while these and other eggs were developing 
under foster parents, several squirrels got into the loft and ate most of the eggs and 
chewed up my plastic feeding and watering dishes. They seem to love plastic. 

Once I fixed the squirrel problem and had a lot of eggs and babies going again, a sntike 
got in there and ate all the eggs and the babies. I had to change all the chicken wire tind 
put mesh wire on the loft. After all of this, I did manage to get about 14-16 youngsters, a 
few from the Lovatts I got from Joe and some from my old birds. 1 lost eight on one 
training flight. They simply vanished. I lost another 6-7 when they stayed up after dark 
one time. I have a couple of youngsters from last season left. I decided not to fly them so 
I have a few birds to breed from this season or use as foster parents. 

Thank you for your suggestions and guidance on Lovattes. I do like the Lovattes. They 
are very nice looking birds. Now 1 understand why you keep Lovattes exclusively. I got 
O.K. flight times from the Lovatte youngsters I managed to raise. What I have found out 
about Lovattes is that their homing instinct is poor and they get lost very easily. 

I visited Joe at Thanksgiving and purchased another pair of Lovattes from him. They 
were rather expensive, but they are good looking birds. Since I do not medicate my birds, 

1 am big on genetic diversity, f need to get some Lovatte birds or eggs from other sources 
to increase the genetic diversity of my bunch. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank you for all your help and the excellent job that you 
and other officers did this year 

1 wish you the best of luck and lots of happiness in 1999.

Dear Kemo, 

You asked for something on this color genetic stuff so I sat down and made an 
effort to write something simple that also applies to actual breeding efforts. It is awful 
easy to get carried away with genetics and make an article so complex you can't really 
follow the entire program. I have taught genetics in the past and find it very interesting 
e'en if an awful lot of the information in this field is not all that applicable. I feel that 
texts found at universities on livestock improvement to are more helpful Jian standard 
genetics texts. I personally have read and studied all the texts available at the two 
colleges here. The agriculture college had the best texts. 

A couple weeks ago I moved my tipplers into a new loft and one of my birds from 
you was found dead and it had a broken neck. My son waters them and said they were 
very wild and bashed into the walls when he walked into the loft. Well, I guess that is 
my fault as I had kept them in a small kit box up to then and they just weren't 
comfortable in so much space. It is rather distressing as these birds dont grow on trees 
out here that is for certain. I can't wait to get a kit of these to fly but I think this year I 
may have to just breed a few more potential breeders. Three birds doesn't hardly 
constitute a stock pen. Of the birds I got from dean The swanseas seem to be the best 
flyers. They arc much more nervous natured than the prints and the Gord Chater birds 
wire as tame as rollers which makes me a little suspicious. 

I pretty much understand the feeding of tipplers for training from my mistakes this 
year plus what you have portrayed to me over the phone. I am not all that clear on the 
feed up. I read the articles I sent to you and it speaks of the feed up in there and are 
fairly clear but we do not have the same grains available, so that clouds the issues. 
Would you, if you have time, layout for me just how you brought your champion kit 
into form, how often you flew them, the training ration (how much and what types) 
and then the feed up the week before the fly. The information you gave me before was 
fairly general and useful but it would be very informative to see the specifics of what 
you did. 

Thank you for the pedigrees. They are always interesting. I noticed that you readily 
mated brothers and sisters. I have no trouble with doing that but I have noticed with 
dogs and other pigeons that when carried on for some generations the structure of the 
animals tends to lean toward a little more refined animal. I am curious in your 
philosphy in these regards. I know if I had four animals of superior breeding and 
constitution I could make a start and probably breed near twenty years before needing 
to bong in some gene variability to increase overall vigor. I have always felt that before 
a pointing dog can be a great pointer they first and foremost must be a great dog. A 
great racer must first be a great pigeon. It is amazing how long ore can inbreed if one 

holds to this base philosophy, in my humble opinion. Well, I have babbled enough, 
hope I didn't bore you.

Simple applied color breeding 




A person does not have to spend years studying genetics to make pu^ u .. the 
improvement of any breed. However a little knowledge of some basic color genetics 
will help m a few regards: First, the knowledge of how color works will help 
understand the larger picture related to overall inheritance. Second, knowing some of 
these facts will help a person create different appearances in the colors, patterns and 
modifications within a given gene pool. It will also help fanciers breeding out of open 
lofts to determine if some birds are illegitimate. Below are a list of common traits that 
effect color ui different ways. 

colors 

Ash Red Trait is dominant to blue and sex linked 
Blue Trait is recessive to Ash red 

modifers,masks 

Recessive Red, 1 rait that when two recessive genes come together produces a red that 
masks the actual color of the pigeon, ash red or blue. 

Spread, A dominant modifier that changes blue to black and ash red to lavender. 

Dilute, A sex linked recessive trait that changes Ash red to yellow and blue to true dun. 
Grizzle white, A dominant factor that diffuses white over its color base 


Magpie White, White that increases by additive gene action (this means that the more 
you mate magpie white to magpie white the more white there tends to be). 

Mutation White A spread of wiiite that occurs with recessive red only. 

patterns: 

Check, dominant pattern 

Bar, recessive to check, bird must have two bar genes for it to be expressed. 


Most pigeon breeds carry the genes listed above and it is quite interesting the broad 
array of phenotypic colors. There are only three colon in pigeons, ash red, blue and 
brown. Sense brown is so rare we will only look at blue and ash red. Phenotype is 
what the bird looks like and genotype is what the birds genetic make up is. Some times 



a birds phenotype gives a clue to its genetic make up and sometimes it doesn’t. Here is 
a simple approach to acquire birds of the following colors. 

applied breeding or genetics 

Grizzle is a dominant trait and it has to be there for a bird to produce it. If a bird is 
off a grizzle but is not carrying the gene you can not get grizzle. Sense grizzle is a 
dominant gene a couple things are known. If the bird carries only one grizzle gene 
from one parent half of its youngsters will be grizzle, (a bird with one gene of a trait is 
called heterozygous for that trait). If the bird gets a grizzle gene from each parent it 
will produce all grizzle youngsters, ( when a bud has two genes for a trait it is called 
homozygous). Interestingly most homozygous grizzles are the very white or stork 
marked grizzles. Quite a few interesting things can be accomplished with grizzle . 

Making a pure white phenotypic pigeon is a combination of a few genes. First I 
would use an ash red pigeon carrying spread (preferably homozygous) for a couple 
reasons. First is that ash red allows the spread of white more easily than blue. 

Secondly is that the spread factor turns the ash red even lighter and facilitates the 
spread of more white. If the bird had two spread genes and two grizzle genes and two 
ash red genes in one pigeon all progeny would be lavender grizzles, some near white 
already, this bird would be homozygous for all dominant traits and it would be a cock 
as hens only carry one color gene. Now I would take a bird with as much magpie 
white (bald heads, odd sides, patched birds , white wings and tail and I would add this 
to the gene pool. Breed back to homozygous lavender (spread) grizzles and you are 
there or at least close enough a little more breeding and you have a phenotypic 
(phenotype is what a bird looks like and genotype is the genetic structure) white pigeon 
which is geneticly not actually white. While there is supposed to be a dominant white 
gene I personally have never seen it so can not comment on this trait. 

BLACK PRINTS: are as beautiful a pigeon as there is. They are a combination of 
homozygous grizzle, spread, magpie white and blue. Sense black is created by spread 
on blue and spread is a dominant trait you will not produce black unless it is there. The 
same goes for the grizzle trait. Prints are not hard to produce but you have to have the 
right ammunition to start with. 

RED PRINTS: These are generally misnomered as most red prints are recessive 
Reds which is a masking ever ash red or blue. Two recessive red selves bred together 
wift produce some mutation white and will give you some mottling of white in the red. 
Recessive red mated to recessive red produces 100% recessive reds, good news to an 
open loft breeder. However to make the best red prints (often called mottles or 
spangles) it is best to build recessive red over ash red as mentioned white spreads better 
on ash red. Now to improve the mottling it would be excellent to add magpie white 
and grizzle white to the gene pool. It really doesn't take a lot of work to make red 
prints, but as always you have to ha /e the genes to start. 

YELLOW PRINTS: Yellow prints are made the same as the red prinks mentioned 
above except the dilute gene is added 'o the genepool. Yellow prints are best on 
recessive red with Ash red base. The actual print pattern comes more easily with 
mutation white. To make a start a heterozygous dilute cock that does not express dilute 
can be used because dilute is on the sex gene md sense hens only have one sex gene 
you can get yellow hens in the first generation Building from scratch lakes a little time 
but is the work that is the fun anyway. Of course, if someone gave you a pair of 
yellows the job would be even easier. If 1 could only introduce one bird I would select

the homozygous cock or a heterozygous cock. Sense it is a sex linked recessive the hen 
only needs one recessive gene to express yellow(dilute), this hen can be used on a non 
dilute cock and he will be a heterozygous cock to produce dilute with grizzle perhaps 
on a hen. A sex linked recessive is one of the more confusing traits to deal with. A 
simple thought to keep in mind is that a hen that carries a dilute gene is a dilute (the 
genotype and phenotjpe are the same. So a non dilute hen will not produce you dilute 
unless the cock carries the ,pme. 

small note: dun prints can be made by placing dilute, grizzle and magpie white on a 
blue base. An andulusion is the combo of dilute, blue and spread. Tuck in grizzzle and 

magpie white and what you would have is a gorgeous andulusion print, has anyone seen 
one? 

SOME SIMPLE FACTS: 

Ash red hens mated to blue all the cocks are ash red and hens are blue (sex linked) 

Tickless red cocks (homozygous for ash red) will produce all ash reds(phenotype only 
to be changed by modifiers) y 


Homozygous spread birds all progeny are spread Some black checks that look black 
are not spread and you can see the bar in the tail. Spread can not skip generations. 
Sometimes spread on ash red with other modifiers creates a cofifee/cigar color and these 
birds will produce blacks and lavenders giving the illusion of skip generation. 

Grizzle as a rule can always be seen in the birds phenotype. Generally, blacks and 
recessive red grizzles show some sprinkling on the face when they cany grizzle' 
owever, I have seen at least one case where an apparent recessive red self cock off a 
grizzle hen produced gnzzle.

The best test mating is to breed 
a blue bar self to the bud m question and see what variations come from the unioa but 
be certain it is an individual pen or the results are meaningless.

ALTITUDE SIGHTINGS CLARIFIED

For those of you still not too familiar with the metric 
system, I’ve convested it to approximate footage. 

All sightings were observed from the ground on a 
reasonably clear day with the bins liberated from a small 
plane with an official size kit (3 to 7) birds of various 
markings with both light and dark plumages. 

AT 300 meters (1,000 feet) pigeons the size of Tipplers 
appeared as sparrows. 

At 500 to 600 meters (1,500 to 2,000 feet) the same bir¬ 
ds would look like pin points and be rather difficult to locate. 

Beyond 600 meters (2,000 feet) most observers would 
be unable to locate them. 

Of course there will always be contrary opinions on 
Contest days so be prepared with the photo’s with dots on 
them as your proff of sightings. I'm sure some old timers in 
the sport can spot their birds at twice this height, though it 
would be impossible for the time to do so even with 
binoculars. 

Why? Your guess is as good as mine. Adio's and happy 
sightings.

_ Breeder Profile _

This column will be an ongoing one in which I or someone 
else will profile one of the leading breeders of the Standard 
Turkey. The objective of this column will be to tell a little

a person to get into turkey preservation. The first breeder I 
will profile is Glenn Drowns owner of the Sandhill 
Preservation Center in Calamus Iowa. I interviewed Glenn 
via email and this is what he had to say:

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A word or two about 
the STPA 

We’re pleased that there is so much 
interest in this new organization, the 
Standard Turkey Preservation Association. 
It’s been a long time since there was 
a national/intemational non-commercial 
turkey association, and we hope that this 
one enjoys popularity and good health. It 
seemed to us that it was a real shame that 
there wasn’t a present day organization specifically oriented 
toward turkeys, like there are organizations for individual 
chicken breeds, etc. If a person wants to know about 
Dominiques, for instance, it’s logical that a person would 
seek out the Dominique Club of America, isn’t it? So, now 
that there is a turkey organization, we need to hear from 
YOU and get suggestions for making it the best it can be. 
You can lend us support by joining as a member of the 
STPA (the information is on the application form, elsewhere 
in this newsletter). 

So what issues would we like to see the STPA address? To 
start with, we’d like to see the education of poultry people in 
the ways of the standard turkey (“standard” refers to type in 
this case, as opposed to being a turkey found in the APA 
Standard of Perfection); that is, we’d like to eliminate the 
old stereotypes of turkeys being nearly impossible to raise. 
These birds are important to maintain for their natural 
disease resistance and for their ability to be excellent 
foragers. Their qualifies of good mothering and especially 
their ability to mate naturally are not to be overlooked 
either. Through all this, their status as a utility bird should 
be maintained. 

People who have an interest in showing turkeys will find 
support in this organization. At the present time. Standard 
turkeys are not extremely common in the show ring, which 
is dominated by commercial strains of BroadBreasted 
Whites and Bronzes. The pervading attitude in the show 
ring that the best birds are the ones which make the largest 
carcass. We’d like to show that a turkey doesn’t need to be 
enormous to be both practical as a meat bird and beautiful to 
behold at the same time.

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Also, there is the matter of distinguishing the 
BroadBreasted Whites and Bronzes from the true White 
Hollands and the Standard Bronzes. There is an interest in 
changing the points system, as it is applied to turkeys, and 
we find this information to be encouraging too. 

People who raise pastured poultry will also find support in 
this Association. Many producers are finding that 
commercial strains of turkeys aren’t living up to their 
expectations as a ‘free range’ bird. Standard turkeys thrive 
on pasture, and their disease resistance can be considered a 
cost saving factor. This organization shall aim to work with 
producers to learn which types of pasture are ideal for the 
best weight gains, and which varieties of turkeys are best 
suited to certain situations. 

Lastly, but certainly not the least of importance, the STPA 
is for people who simply wish to have a few turkeys around 
to enjoy and to genetically preserve. There is a great sense 
of satisfaction in being followed around *he yard by a fleck 
of colorful, active turkeys who are interested in every little 
thing you do. They are fairly simple to move from one place 
to another, as fliey can be herded, like ducks and geese can. 

I could certainly go on at length about the positive aspects 
oj raising these birds; however, I’ll leave you with one final 
thought: we need to join together as a group and work with 
one another to ensure that these birds regain their 
popularity. We’re looking forward to hearing from you 
soon.

U U J 8 pen 01 others tor color in 

the barnyard. The more calls I made and the more letters I 
wrote, the more dead ends and dead birds 1 came up with. 
For some reason (and I don’t know why) during the 1980’s 
people lost interest in the standard turkeys. Some places I 
talked to said they just couldn’t sell any of them so they 
liquidated. 

It was frustrating. Sometime in the Spring of 1989 I 
realized that something had to be done and I started an even 
larger search for each and every type I could find. I wrote 
to universities, poultry breeders, hatcheries, you name it and 
eventually found the program at Oregon State . This is 
where I obtamed the Auburn, Silver Auburn and Chocolate. 

1 had just missed two other universities’ programs as they 
had closed down and liquidated (butchered) the birds the 
previous year or 2. Had 1 been able to start upon arriving in 
Iowa in 1984, 1 think I could have had a better success story. 
It appears the period of time between 1984 and 1988 was 
when the most damage was done. Adding turkey 
preservation to my vegetable crop preservation just seemed 
like another th'ng that needed to be done. 15-20 turkey 
breeds seemed like nothing compared to 2000 vegetable 
varieties. 

Q. Which turkeys have you been most involved with? 
A: I have been most involved in the breeds that it seems no 
one else had . I was especially concerned about the Aubums, 
Silver Aubums, Chocolates and Jersey Buffs. I would like to 
say that I have favorites and at one time I did, but now they 
all are important for one reason or another. My goal now is 
to increase each type to where I have 2 pens of each breed 
and 10-12 in each pen . My first priority was just 
preservation, now it is one of maintenance and prevention 
of inbreeding and other problems. We are gradually as time 
and money allows adding to the pens and increasing flock 
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a, i nave naa turkeys off and on since 1977. To clarify I 
had them from 1977 through 1984 when I moved to Iowa 1 
was without turkeys firm the summer of 1984 until the 
spring of 1989 when I lived where it was impossible to 
have any poultry. I call those years the “Dark Ages” The 
Renaissance began with the purchase of my present form in 
December 1988. I have had turkeys continuously since 
1989. My first experience with turkeys was with the feed 
store whites and bronzes. Huge birds, little resistance to 
anything and unable to breed. I just bought more every 
year, but stubbornly tried to get the carry over birds to breed 
Northern Idaho, where I was at the time, is heavily infested 
with the organism that causes blackhead. Turkey raising 
there was a challenge. 

Q: When did you get into turkey present! [ion? 

A: I got into turkey preservation basically in the Fall of 
1988, when, after I knew 1 would have poultry facilities. I 
started diggirg through all the poultry catalogs, old SFPA 
directories and contacting folks and searching for what I 
was hoping to be my colorful group of turkeys. I really only 
had hopes of keeping breeding pens of Blue Slates and 
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Q: Why do you think that it is so important to preserve 
standard turkeys? 

A: I feel that the preservation 01 the standard turkey is very 
important. I have long been involved in the genetic 
preservation of our plant resources and had always known 
that poultry would be added as 1 became able. I have a 
masters degree in biology and have studied many areas of 
science as well. I feel it is very important to keep as much 
of our genetic material available as we can. The species or 
variety that is allowed to become extinct today may hold the 
genes that are needed to preserve either the species or even 
mankind some time in the future. I am not a doomsday 
seeker, but a planner and manager of things. Even the most 
knowledgeable scientist does not know what each and every 
gene within an organism can or will do in a certain 
situation. Our modem animal breeders have taken what was 
once a hardy thrifty creature (the turkey) and turned it into 
the creature that the industry now brags about as being 
totally grown on antibiotics in commercial production. We 
have reached the point in commercial production where the 
breed won’t reproduce without man’s help, thrive without a 
special diet, and most important and critical: live outside 
a near sterile environment. Each year the regulations 
restricting poultry production in States increase as the new 
strains can barely tolerate anything. We have created a 


situation that within 20 years will probably be the turkey in 
the plastic bubble. 

Q: How is your family involved in turkey preservation? 
A: Upon getting married in 1993 my wife Linda became a 
big part of the operation. She knew what she was in for 
before we were married. She is the secretary for the 
operation and inputs orders, orders feed, answers the phone 
and deals with all of the beginners questions. She aiso takes 
the day olds to the regional postal center on hatch days to 
get them off and to their new homes. We adopted our 2 
sons in 1995 and 1996 and each of them is a big help with 
daily chores of feeding and cleaning. They also gather and 
sort the eggs during the busiest part of the season Though 
neither one appreciates the turkeys when were are sorting 
them (the wings can hurt when they thrash around), they do 
understand what we are doing. 

Q: How many varieties of turkeys do you raise? 
A: We are presently working with 16 breeds and have 
several selections in which we are studying genetic 
inheritance. I have a big interest in genetic inheritance . 
Gregor Mendel of biology textbooks was my hero as a child. 
We will increase the breed as we find them, though tne 
hours in the day to build new pens are few and far between. 

~ As you can see from this short interview Mr. Drowns is 
very committed to the preservation of turkeys and other 
poultry. If we could get a core group of people with his 
commitment together, we would ensure that the Standard 
Turkey has no fear of going the way of the Dodo. 


What? A Turkey Census Is A Dream Come True !

It is interesting what can become a goal or a dream in one’s life. If any one had told me back in 1984 that I would be begging a 
stranger in 1997 about doing a survey of turkey breeders, I would have told you that you had had too many margaritas that 
morning. After I had graduated from college my number one priority was to purchase some land so I could farm. My first parcel 
of land only consisted of a Vi acre in a neighborhood that did not allow chickens, let alone turkeys. I had grown up learning how 
to sneak animals into unwanted areas all of my life, from having snakes in my bedroom and lizards in my pockets at school, to 
having finches and rabbits in my dorm room at college. So chickens in my neighborhood would be a cinch. My mother had 
always told me how good Dominique chickens were, so that was what I was going to have. The awareness of domesticated 
varieties possibly becoming extinct really started when I discovered that Sears Roebuck and Co. did not offer Dominiquers in 
their farm catalog. I still have one of the last catalogs (1991) from Sears when they still offered chickens through mail order. 
“My grandmother had always gotten them from Sears in the 20’s and 30’s so why don’t you carry them now?” I demanded on the 
phone to the order clerk who had verv little idea what a chicken was, let alone a Dominiquer. Back in the 1980s, I had joined 
Seed Savers Exchange and in desperation I wrote Kent Whealy about not being able to find any Dominiquers. He kindly wrote 
back and told me about The American Minor Breeds Conservancy, which is now called the American Livestock Breeds 
Conservancy. Sure enough to make a long story short, I ended up getting some Dominiquer pullets from the Sedgwick County 
Zoo in Wichita, Kansas. I was accomplishing my goal of having a chicken flock in a non-chicken neighborhood by supplying any 
suspicious neighbors with fresh eggs and I was now concentrating on how to have a rooster with out the crowing when low and 
behold it happened. (continued page 4) 
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I was an innocent feed buyer just standing around the 
brooders full of chicks, ducks, geese, and turkeys when 1 
saw a picture of a turkey taped on one of the brooders. It 
was a picture of a Bourbon Red turkey, in feet it was the 
very picture you still see in Murray McMurray’s catalog. I 
had never seen a turkey like that one. I had only seen the 
very large white and bronze colored ones at the fair, and 
they could hardly walk during the livestock auction. In the 
picture it showed this beautiful colored turkey that actually 
could stand up. i asked the feed store owner about these 
turkeys and he assured me that they did not get big like the 
Broadbreasted varieties. I was skeptical, so 1 only bought 
one poult with some Australorp pullets. I figured that if 
some dumb old turkey could not survive on what 1 fed the 
chickens then turkeys weren’t for me. Society had taught me 
everything I ever needed to know about turkeys - they we^e 
fat, dumb and they died easy. This is when I started to 
figure out that society knows very little about genetic 
diversity. Not only did this turkey not die, but it learned to 
eat the grass and food scraps as fast as any chick did. This 
poult turned out to be a very interactive and smart hen that I 
fell in love with. She wasn’t anything that most people had 
said about turkeys. I wanted more, especially since tom 
turkeys do not crow and wake up the neighborhood. Privett 
Hatchery supplies a lot of poultry to the feed stores here in 
the southwest and Bourbon Reds are a variety that he has 
raised for many years. I would buy poults every year and the 
hens would go broody on a nice clutch of eggs, but when it 
came time for them to hatch the humidity was so dry that 
the poults would die in the shell before they could finish 
pipping. I went to New Mexico State University to try to 
find out any information about turkeys. Being a land grant 
college with a focus on fanning and even having a 35 year 
old closed Leghorn flock (at the time), I started searching 
there for information about how to solve my hatching 
problem. In the library I found a 1910 American Poultry 
Association Standard of Perfection and when I turned to the 
turkey section I was surprised to find turkeys that were 
Black, Blue, Buff, and others with names like Narragansett. 

I was thrilled in the diversity and I was on the hunt for 
another variety. It was during this time that I figured out 
that non-BroadBreasted turkeys were very difficult to find. 1 
contacted the American Livestock Breeds Conservancy and 
Carolyn explained that they were planning another poultry 
census that they hoped would include turkeys. She also 
referred me to Glenn Drowns. I contacted Marion Nash of 
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the Society for the Preservation of Poultry Antiquities 
(SPPA) but his health was not good, so I contacted Jim 
Shronce who was the Executive Director of the Turkey 
Genetics Conservation Foundation in North Carolina at the 
time. He was very helpful and sent me all kinds of 
information. Jim and the turkeys were moving to Texas next 
year, so could 1 wait to order some turkeys the following 
year. I was very encouraged because some conservation 
efforts were taking off for these old turkey varieties. Jim and 
the turkeys moved near Rocksprings, Texas in the spring of 
1994, and I thought, perhaps I could get some turkeys soon. 
In the mean time, a newsletter was started called Turkey 
Talk. Volume 1, Number 1 showed up at ray door and had 
been post marked from r.iy very own town. Las Cruces, NM. 
David Sullenberger, who is now a retired professor of New 
Mexico State University, but was one of the Foundation’s 
Board Members at the time, had sent out the first 
newsletter. Sadly, very sadly, the next issue never came, Jim 
and the Turkey Genetic Conservation Foundation went 
bankrupt and the turkeys were all sold at auction. Some 
varieties haven’t been seen since. Every year 1 would call 
the American Livestock Breeds Conservancy to see if they 
had completed the turkey survey. Every year they told me 
that they were limited with funds and it would possibly be 
done next year. 1 was greatly concerned and by now I had 
purchased a small pecan farm and I could have more 
turkeys. Glenn Drowns was about the only one left who had 
some of the old varieties and I have been ordering from him 
since 1995.1 believe it was also about this time that Glenn, 
Craig Russell, Gene Peters and a few others got the Society 
for Preservation of Poultry Antiquities going again. I sent in 
my membership dues to Glenn and the first newsletter I 
received included an article by Craig asking the members 
for ideas about what projects we thought needed to be 
addressed by the SPPA. That was all I needed. I phoned 
Craig that evening and told him I thought that a turkey 
survey was greatly needed, that I at least had a degree in 
nursing (I was wondering if that would be a field scientific 
enough to convince him that I could do this objectively), 
had never done a survey before but that I had done research! 

He agreed that the turkey survey was needed and said he 
would get back with me. Just within a week, Craig called 
back and said the other officers were in agreement with the 
idea and would I be interested in doing the census. 

I immediately agreed to do it. For years I had thought 
about what methods and resources I would use if 1 only had 
enough money for postage and printing. Now who in their 
right mind would spend time thinking about something like 
that. However, the time spent thinking about such things 
ended up not being wasted after all. When I got the 
financial backing from the SPPA, I realized that it would be 
very limited. (continued next page) 
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Fortunately, Craig has contacts in many places and he 
called one day to say that the Columbus Zoo would like to 
fund a project for the SPPA if needed. Craig immediately 
told them about the turkey census and within a few months 
$500 was sent to the SPPA. During the long hours of 
pouring over the National Poultry Improvement Plans 
Directory^), as well as any other publications that may have 
breeders listed. The American Livestock Breeds 
Conservancy completed their turkey survey of the 
commercial hatcheries. I was glad to have this information 
to compare my survey with. The SPPA’s turkey survey cost 
$629.93 for postage, printing and phone expenses. The 
survey actually found less turkeys than Craig and 1 had 
hoped. However, I hear about more flocks being found on a 
regular basis, so I am hopeful that maybe the census report 
encourages all those who read it *o help the SPPA locate 
undocumented flocks. This census is not finished. I plan on 
doing updates on significant flocks every year until either i 
am unable to do it or the census is no longer needed. Now 
that we have some kind of picture of what the situation is, 
concerning Old Farm Turkeys, I hope that we use this 
information to promote and increase the numbers to a more 
stable population. If you have a flock you would like to 
report please contact me or any of the SPPA officers, or if 
you would like a copy of the Turkey Census Report send a 
$5.00 check written out to the SPPA and send it to :

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SHOWING TURKEYS

I was honored to be asked to do a piece on showing 
turkeys for the first edition of “The Gobbler”; but, as I 
started to think about what I wanted to say, it kept getting 
more complicated. 

1 enjoy showing and I believe it can be used as a tool to 
promote the turkeys; at the same time, if the turkey fancy 
grows and prospers, care must be taken to maintain utility 
and not simply stress fancy points. Turkey breeders should 
look for (APA) Standard recognition for the varieties that 
currently are not recognized because, if for no other reason, 
recognition has proven to be valuable as a survival tool. At 
the same time, there are problems with the current Standard 
that need to be addressed if old historic types are going to be 
maintained. And finally, the treatment of turkeys at most 
modem shows may need to be changed. I’ll say a little about 
all of these things and see how it goes. Some of these things 
may require a follow-up article at a later date. 

My interests in history and biology have come together in 
poultry and, frankly, I favor the old types. Beyond that, I’ve 
always had a special interest in Muscovy ducks and 
Turkeys. I suspect this is due to their involvement with my 
youth and their special connections to the Americas. Forty 
years ago both were a common part of the rural scene. 
Muscovy ducks continue to hang on as a common backyard 
variety and in recent years have become increasingly 
popular with the show community. However, turkeys, which 
were originally found in far more varieties, can only rarely 
be found outside of large commercial operations at the 
present time, and except at a few shows, have steadily 
declined as a portion of the poultry fancy. 

This is partially due to changes in agriculture and the 
decline of the small family farm. An even larger influence 
has probably been the rise of the modem commercial broad 
breasted turkey with its inherent reproductive problems and 
a genetic predisposition for leg weakness and digestive 
problems. About twenty years ago, one book for backyarders 
and back-tc-the-landers had a chapter on turkeys that said, 
simply, DON’T. Had the authors been familiar with historic 
types, I’m sure the chapter would have been longer. 

I’ve mentioned some of the reasons I like turkeys but one 
very appealing point for people to appreciate turkeys is that 
turkeys are pleasant, interesting, curious and social. With 
the possible exception of geese, this is the poultry you can 
have the most interaction with. People who get to know the 
old types will like them. 

Showing is one of the ways we can re-introduce them. If 
you are going to show, one thing you need is an American 
Poultry Association (APA) Standard of Perfection. The 
Standard will teach you the correct color, pattern, and 
conformation of your variety. (continued next page) 
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It is also important to know faults, defects, anr* 
disqualifications, both for showing and for selecting 
breeding stock. 

Condition is also very important for show stock. Ideally, 
show birds should be tame and coop trained so that the) will 
show off well and the judge can get a good look at them. 

Fifty years ago, turkey classes were large at most shows 
and the APA provided special services to turkey owners. 
One of these services that was provided was that licensed 
flock inspectors were made available to the owners of both 
APA accepted and non-accepted varieties of turkeys. The 
birds were judged for both Standard and production 
qualities and were identified by a banding plan. At that 
time, judging was usually done at the front of the show 
room in walking pens, on tables, or on raised platforms. The 
walking pens were similar to the show coops, but were 
larger and open fronted. This allowed for easy examination 
of the turkeys and allowed the judge a good view of the 
birds’ movement, carriage, and symmetry. Today, turkeys 
are all too often relegated to some dark comer where the 
provided cages are too small for good viewing, let alone 
adequate judging. I’m not suggesting that we have to return 
to the special treatment of yesteryear, but if properly cooped 
and nicely displayed, turkeys can be a valuable part of any 
poultry show. It is up to the turkey owners to make sure it 
happens that way. Be diplomatic, friendly, and firm. If there 
is a problem one year, get a firm commitment that it will be 
corrected the next. Make sure the winning turkey is 
displayed with the other champions. Make a point of this, 
even if you aren’t showing or it isn’t your turkey; some day 
it will be. 
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The Standard Turkey Preservation Association should 
probably provide “Standard” descriptions for those varieties 
which have not yet been accepted by the APA. Not only will 
this be a useful guide for the owners, but it will be a useful 
tool for gaining their acceptance when we are ready to 
approach the APA to include the variety in their Standard of 
Perfection. The Buff, which was formerly recognized and 
then dropped, already has a good Standard description in 
old copies of the Standard of Perfection. This might be a 
good place to start. The Association should also be working 
with the APA at this time to correct problems with the 
current standard. Most importantly, some years ago the 
APA adored wording that suggests that the Standard 
Bronze and White Holland were identical with the 
BroadBreastea commercial turkeys of the same color. 
Nothing could be further from the truth, and a failure to 
correct this mistake will hinder efforts >o sa e the old 
historic types. 

The other problems are, for the most part, fairly minor 
mistakes in the descriptions and illustrations that would 
take a while to catalog and I’ll cover them in a future 
article. As a parting shot, the Broad White is no more a 
White Holland than the Beltsville is. Who would call a 
modem broiler chicken the ideal White Rock 9

_ A Circu itous Journey

Just for the record there are four kinds of turkeys. There are 
the ones that you find in the supermarket - we!! packaged in 
plastic, heavy-breasted, massive thighed. There are the 
majestic wild birds-one species, with six sub-species spread 
over forty-nine states (sorry, Alaska), southern parts of 
Canada and into Mexico. There is the Ocellated Turkey 
(Meleagris ocellata) of Belize, Honduras, and the Yucatan 
region of Mexico. And then, there is the Standard Turkey 
on which this newsletter will focus. You cm call them 
"heritage' or "rare" or "naturally-mating" or "farm" but they 
are stdl the eight "official" varieties of the American Poultry 
Association plus another six or seven unofficial varieties. 

Again, just for the record, all tur keys (Supermarket, wild or 
standard) except for the Ocellated, belong to the same 
species (Meleagris gallopava). The turkey is unique in the 
feathered tribe. It is the one species that originate, m North 
America. The only other new world contribution is the 
Muscovy duck of South America. Turkeys were first 


domesticated by the Aztecs in south and central Mexico 
about 2,000 years ago (200AD - 700BC). These early birds 
were valued for their variety of feather colors as well as for 
their food value. Selective breeding produced red, brown 
and white birds. Colored feathers were made into mantles, 
robes and blankets. If you can find a copy of "The National 
Geographic Magazine" for March, 1930 there are some 
excellent cc'or drawings of the recognized varieties and an 
interesting b/w picture of turkeys being sold on the street in 
Mexico City. Among the flock on the hoof you can discern 
bronzes, blacks, whites and even a palm- patterned bird. 

The turkey arrived in the US and Canada by a circuitous 
route. Taken from Central America to Spain, then to 
England, they finally arrived in Virginia, Massachusetts and 
Quebec. They were first in Spain between 1500 and 1519, in 
Italy by 1520, France by 1538 and England by 1541. This 
bird became an international phenomenon in less than a

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Unfortunately the Mexican subspecies (M. g. gallopavo) 
which supplied those early domesticated birds is now quite 
rare. Either in its wild form or as descendant domestic 
strains conservation measures are needed. A recent report 
from the Univ. of Guelph (Guelph, Ont.) gives some hope 
for at least documenting these strains. Indigenous domestic 
turkey populations, though endangered, do survive in the 
states of Oaxaca ar d Quintana Roo. Color variants such as 
black, red, buff, white and palm were observed. 

Among the early turkeys brought back to North /unerica 
were the White Holland, the Norfolk Black and the Black 
Spanish. These European-selected domestic birds were 
smaller than the Eastern wild (M. g. silvestris) that met the 
colonists, but the crossing of these two distinct populations 
resulted in larger and more vigorous stocks. The 
Narragansett variety is generally believed to have been the 
result of crossing the Norfolk Black with local wild birds 
around the Narragansett Bay area. 

Well, the Bourbon Red, the Black, the Buff, the White 
Holland, the Narragansett, the Standard Bronze and the 
Eastern wild supplied our turkey dinners from the early 
17th century until die early-mid 20th century and then the 
big kids arrived. In 1926, Jesse Throssel, an Englishman, 
settled in British Columbia. He brought with him the 
Bronze and the White Cambridgeshire lines. These were 
crossed with the "Mammoth” Bronze being developed in the 
states of Washington and Oregon. In 1938 a new club was 
formed around a new variety, "The Broad-Breasted Bronze." 

We, the consumers, liked that broad, sliceable breasi. 

Blame ourselves for the demise of the Standard varieties. 

The colorful, naturally-mating birds quietly disappeared. By 
the early 1950's the B.B. Bronze and the Broad White were 
the commercial growers’ choice.

_ Breeding For Disease Resistance

I have thought long and hard on what I wanted this first article to consist o£ I have had many thoughts, but a recent conversation 
with a knowledgeable breeder gave me the exact subject on which to start this article. He related to me that a buyer had requested 
a price list, but didn't want it if he was breeding for resistance, as this buyer wanted birds that were bred to the standard. For a 
moment it didn't strike me. Then the red lights went on and I thought, "Wait a minute, does th»s person actually mean to imply 
that birds bred for resistance are somehow not of standard quality?" So this then helped me to formulate this article. In this article 
I will be writing about selection, as it seems to me that this process is not well enough understood. Selection means tc cull or 
select for certain characteristics that are desirable. For a commercial producer this will be size, for a show breeder looks, for a 
backyarder, stamina and productivity and for me, all of the above. I feel that selection must be a broad process which takes in 
many considerations. The first consideration should be hardiness and disease resistance, as this makes for a hardy strong strain. 

The second consideration is whether it is meeting your requirements as to production (whatever that may be for your setup and 
needs). Third consideration is looks; i.e., if you are breeding to the Standard, it should meet that criterion, if you are not breeding 
to the Standard, then it should meet your aesthetic requirements. Of the three I consider this least important, but it is very 
possible to breed for all three criteria and not compromise any one of the three.To begin with, let us look at a l.ttle history. 
Mother Nature is a store house of information concerning selection. (continued on following page)

started in the 1940's and was well in place by 1960. Today, 
a few highly-selected strains of Large Whites account foi 
well over 90% of the commercial market and the breeding 
stock lies in the hands of three international breeding 
companies. 

The Standard turkey needs a boost to survive. I use the 
term "Standard" to include all the heritage varieties whether 
or not recognized by the APA. The American Livestock 
Breeu; Conservancy has conducted a survey of the seasonal 
hatcheries and has initiated a bi-annual newsletter, "The 
Snood News." The Society for the Preservation of Poultry 
Antiquities expanded the survey to include individual 
breeders and has published an excellent account on the 
status of most varieties. 

Now, "The Gobbler" is on the news-stands and a Standard 
Turkey club is in the making. So 500 years after the colorful 
Mexican turkeys started their circuitous journey we are 
entering a new century with great plans to protect this 
dwindling pool of genetic diversity. Hearty congratulations 
to everyone who is maintaining a Standard variety. You are 
"The Keepers of tne Genes."
